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BOOK I. 

Containing an hi^ttrtlal account tjf the RebeUUm in 
Scotland, in the pear 1745. 

The -taaHy of the Stuarts is of great antiquity, 
'llie earliest aooount* deduce them from a thuie of 
Lochaber. But antiquity is ever involved in obscu- 
rity. However, we are certain that the first of tfaem 
who reigned in Scotland was Robert II. surnamed 
Blear-eye : he was descended from Walter Stuart 
and Maigery Bruce, daughter to King Robert Bruce. 
In the year 1371, Robert Stuart ascended the throne 
of Sootlaxvi* as next heir to King David Bruce the Se-" 
cond, his mothei's brother. 

Upon the death of Elizabeth Queen of England, 
the suooeasion to the throne of that kingdom opened 
to the family of the Stuarts, in consequence df a 
aiarriage alliance betwixt the royal blood of the twQ '.' 
Idngdoms. James VI. was the fint of the race of the^ 
Stuarts who ascended the English throne: he had 
come to the throne of Scotland in 1567, and, after 
the death of Que«n Elizabeth, in 1604, he succeeded 
to the crown of England. Thus came the family of 
the Stuarts to reign over the kingdoms of Scotland 
and England. 

This ancient and noble family governed these 
rtafaxM, in an uninterrupted line, down to James 
VII. This unfortunate prince had a blind attach* 
meat for the Popish religion. Duiing his afUninis , 
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manifatoB in his zona's name, one' of yrUA wit 
printed and dated in 17"; a third he published la 
his own name, in which he ptomiBeid miay tiiiagi 
agreeable to the Scots, and among otfaezs the dinoin- 
ticm of the union with E^land. 

By thu time the goYenunent was informed of hk 
being in the Highlands, and Mnt iteict orden to Sir 
John Cope, generalissimo of the king's forces in 
Scotland, to take ail posiUe care to pxeVeDt him 
firom rff«fc»»ig his party farmidaU^ and if poanble'to 
take him alive or dead ： and, 龃 aa inducement to 
this, a reward of L.30,000 was set on bia head. • 

Before the end of August, two oon^Mmiesof Ge» 
nenl S'mdaii^s rc^ment being sent toreoonnoitie <3m 
HiflUanden* were most of them made piuoners, 
was looQ after Captain Swethenham of OuisePs fiooL 
This gentleman being released on his> pafoie, gsv» 
the government the first circumstantial account ot 
the number and condition of the Highlmd forces. 

Afcanius now prepared to mardi southward, wltk 
iCview of taking the city of Edintnugh; while, in 
the mean time. Cope having collected all the kiiig'4 
forces in Scotland, and armed the militia, marched 
for the Highlands in quest of Ascaniua ； who, not 
chusing to risk a battle in his in£uit state of affiiln, 
gave the old general the slip over the raountoim, 
and- (September 4,) entered Perth witfaeut leatet- 
unoe. The news being carried to Cope, who was 90! 
to Inverness, after a very fatiguing march, he law no 
other remedy but to march back, though not the 
same way he came : accordingly, he ordored trans' 
port ships to i^eet him at Aberdeen to carry his far- 
ces to Leith. Meantime, Aicanius proekdmed his 
father at Perth, where he was joined by sereral peiw 
sons of distinction, who brought suppUei of men and 
arms. From thenee he marched bis troops to the 
river Forth, which they forded on the 13th, Aboa- 
niuB fint plunging in at the head of the infaatry. 
Directing his mardi towards Glasgow, he summoned

same time faevenl otfoecs oomiDg about him, while 
lie was thus dreadftilly eotaogled with that cxuA 
weapon, he was draped off from his horse. 

" The iftonient befell, another HigMandw, whose- 
name was M'Nai^^t, aod who was executed about a- 
year 'after, gave him a stroke, either with a broad 
sword or a Lodiaber^xe, on tiie binder part of his. 
head, whlbh «ras the mortal blow. All that tus. 
faithfu) attendant saw farther at that time was, that 
as his hat was fiaiingaff, he took it ia his left hand,, 
and waved it as a sigiial to him to retreat; and 
lidded, what were the last words- he ev«r heard him 
speak, " Take care of yourself." Upon which the 
servant retiied, and immediately fled to a mill, at 
the distanee of about two miles from the spot of 
ground on whioh tbe oolonel feO, where he changed 
his dress, and, diagubed Hk« a miller's servant, 
turned with a cart soon m possible ; which wa» not 
tin near twrohoun after fhe engngement 

" The hurrf <a the action vn» thm pretty well 
over, and he £oimd his-mudi-haaoiued master, not 
only plundered of hu wsteb, and other things of 
value, Init also sOipped of his ufiper garments and 
boots ； yet still taraathing, and, though not ctHpable of 
speech, <m taking Mm up, he opened his eyes;

From the moment in wbieh he fell it mui no, 
a tattle, but a rout and ecmage. The crud- 
whidk the rebels ififlided'oii souieof the i 
after they had asked quarter, yrtte < 
OD the oountenmees of many who 
«y entered Colonel Gardinei'a hott«e 
he vss canted off tfom the fMA, and plundi 
«f every tUiig of value, to the very curtains of the 
btdfly and hangings of the nxmuu HIb papers were 
all thxown into the wikteM diaorder, and his hottae 
uiade an hospital for tbe leoeption (tf those who were 
woimded in the action. 

" The vemAliis of this chriAtbai hero were Mterredl' 
the TuMdsy foUowidg, September £4, at the parish 
diurdi of Tnuieat, where he had usually attended- 
divine service with great sDlffnmity; his obsequies 
irere bonovured with the prtamte of 6ome peraong of 
Aiftiactkm, who woe not aftsid of paying that last 
piece at respect to his memory, though the country 
ma then inihe btodt oCtlte enemy.*^' 

Monyv other pcindinl officers were- dbsjpentdf 
troiuida^ and a considerable number of the common, 
men nuute priMnen. All the eaimoii, tents, ot 
the vanquished, wer6 tAea. 

Cope had the good fortune to escape to Berwidr, 
with the Earis of Loudon and Hume; and BrigA^ 
dier Fowke and C<donel Lascdles got safe to tfua- 
tar. Thii, wM caned the battle of I^^ottpaiu, of 
Hjr M}iD0 the tettl6 Of Seaton, from two fttUe towns. 
mi Wlvidk it waf Pfoibti mtt ft fa mow propedf 
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ctdledtlie battle of Gtadgmiiir, whidiwas Che Arid 
xjf action, a wide bAmn heatii about seven mUet 
cast from Edinbuigh. W* have no certain account 
of the number of Cope's aarmy; tlie zeginaents be 
had, were those of Gardiner, Hamilton, Lee, Guise, 
-Munmy, Laaoelles> and Loudon ； but of these almoit 
every one wanted near a third of their complement ； 
and in all they are suppoeed iiot to have Exceeded 
4000, sutlers, te. dec. iaduded. The victura did not 
exceed 3400, above two-fifths of irtiich did not fight 
. From this vustctfy Asctoiras reaped considerable 
advantages. It inspired his foUowers ^th oouxage» 
intiinidated his enemies, tmd many* who before tiiat 
time acted i^wn the reserve, now crowded to his 
standard. This victory, also, put his army in pot- 
session of fire-«nn8 and ammtmitian, with "which 
they^were formerly ill providod. He now returned 
in triumph to Edinbuigh, loaded with the spoils of 
his late victory* where he took up his xetidenoe in 
the palace of Holyrood-house. He levied an army 
in Edinbuiigh and the nenghbourUood ； impoaed 
taxes ； compelled the city of Glas^w to furnish him 
with a lazge sum ； and laid all the country round un- 
der contributi<m. These things he Judged necessary 
•to enable him to carry on bis enterprise with Tigour, 
money being the nerves of war. 

We cannot help obeerving the conduct of the 
； French court on this oecasion : when they had heard 
i»e had gained a victory, they sui^lied him with 
money, artillery, and ammunition ； his interest with 
them seemed to depend on the success of his arms. 

Ascanius did uot find so many in the kingdom es- 
poxiae his cause as he wcs made to beUeve. The 
greater part of the kingdom did net favour his family 
andpretenrioos; but tliey were-unanned and UDdi»> 
ciplined, and therefore could make no resistance. 

And evai in the Highlands, where Ascanius 
thought a good part of his interest lay, there were 
found raany ftiends to the government* who, in the 
inoit open numner, a^ved their loyalty. Argyle 
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amed his vaMate ; the Earl of Sutherinnd teought to 
Oie field 1200 men; Sir Alexander M<D<Hiald and 
tbe Laird of M'Leod sent 9000 hardy islanders from 
Sky» fpr the letvice of the governinent; and many 
other elans appeared under their several potent chiefs. 
There was afao a body of gentlemen, who served on 
hon6teck at their own expense, RtyKng thenuelvei 
the Royal Huntert, of which General Oglethorpe had 
the oommand: surely the saered flame of liberty 
glowed waraily in the hreaaAs of these gentlemen, 
wiM> Stood forth in the cause of their country, am 
such honounMe tenns i 

At the mme time, Duncan Forbes, Esq. lord 
praktent of the Court of Searion in Scotland, parti- 
cularly distinguished hiimelf there, by hi« seal for 
the Georgian interest ； And it was principally by his 
means, that a considerable body of H 咏 landers and 
other Scots were raised, under the oommand of the 
Etfl of Loudra, for the security of the fbits of In- 
vernea, Augustus, and William, » chain of fortifled 
plaoes oonamAnding the north oi Scotland. 

But, notwidsfltanding all these preparations, the in* 
trepid AacazkittB recolved to pursue his derigns through 
all otetadcs. Nor. 1, he nvnt from E^nbui^h to 
tibe camp at Dalkeith, team whence he daily dis- 
pstched hit agents into England, and received intefii- 
gcnce of whiU: was doing there both by his Mends and 
enemies: and, ttiough he had ttte mortification to 
Aid, contrary to the asmmmoeg he had reoeived, that 
dw former were bat few, yet he rtill inflexibly re. 
iohred to push on the daring attempt, having only* 
as he puUicly signified, a crown or a coffin in view* 
He hoped that, by his pmeooe in En^^and, he should 
be able to put new life into his friendBy to redaiia 
the spOBtate, fix the waTcrinfr* aniniate the feacful, 
•od impiie the seaious with that activity, courage* 
and oontempt at danger, of which he would give aa 
immediate eumple. 

With theie view*, and in this raoolute ditpoditioii, 
Iw iMCWt bia maidLfor CariUe, with iiujucmy not wt.

terad Rngland. Muriial Wade wa»«t this timo, at 
liath been obsenred, at Newcastle upon Tyne, and 
might have in t acepted Aacaaius on the bordea ； but 
"being ignoamt of ttie rout, he mtendod to take, whey 
ther by Carlisle or NeweasUe, the cautious old ge* 
neral determined to wait Aseanitu'A motions, and by 
them regvdate his. own: but this conduct rendered 
liis army of littte use to the government in fhis cri< 
tical and dvngecoiis junetuBe; for Aacaniu*, taking ftoa 
CaclislQ road, arrivpd at that city (which is almail; 
lunallel to the Soots, coast with Newcaatle* firom 
whence it is but three winter days oMich,) and took 
it before Wwie could amre to psevent him. AHen 
pQPclaiming hit father here, he proceeded southwanl* 
Reaving a gucrUon of Highlanden in the plaoe. Wado 
had mardted about hal£ way to Carlisle when he 
hoiurd it was taken. As the weather and roada iftee 
$o bad as BlmoBk to hove tuined bis army, and as, 
oonaequently, they were not in« condition to attempt; 
xcteking the city, it was thought proper to return to 
Newcastle, leaving the adventurers to get so Ikr to 
the southward, that it would have been absurd foe 
WadcTft people to attempt the overtaking thorn: 
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der to guard those poitit and {neventthe prime from 
i»ceiviiijr supplies or reinfionemeiitg ttem fJlence, or 
out of SooUancL 
And now the progress of Aacanius had throwa all 
； land into oonftudon, and the Georgians began to 
his arrival at London, befove moOnr army 
id be formed mthewatheni and micyand parts 
to impede hts march, whieh was amusingly swift, all 
the country flying before him, none daring or caring 
to resist. Homevex, UieDukeof CumbcrtBiid, young- 
est son to the Gedgiao king, returning from Flan- 
den, wh0n he ooranumded his fiithet's troops, most 
ot which returned with him, or were before arrived, 
and pat under Wad^s command ； this prince, I say, 
returning from ataroad, in order to Irad the Geo(|pan 
troops tLgBiinst Ascamus, hixnow sucdeasful rival in 
more respects than one, an asmy was fonned with all 
expedition, and the chdce put himself at the head 
thoreof, resolving to wait the ooniing of Aaeaohui, 
and by one decisive stroke determine th» fate of the 
British crown. 

Mean time, the young Advrativer advanoed with 
prodigious celerity, ythiie the attention of both ki 
doms WAS fixed on. the expected ^[ipcoadhiiig 
It W£U on the 20th tiiat our Adventurer 
Croat whence he pcocoeded to Laneaater, 
arrived the -24th ： on the 27|b he wai at 
S9tki^ Maachcstcr. TUlaow tbe prinot 
joined by Cew o£ the Enc^lkb, and. on 
the spirits of his fiuthful fitdlowcn hogt 
" The English are diegenaate" aaj thqr* 
" to all scBie of justice or gratitude: they^ too stu- 
" iddly in love mth their pmsoit govemmenl;» U- 
gotted to their new-fangled iio^<hu» and ttTangen 
to thon noble acntimente of Ipyalfcy which c^owad 
In the bieaaU of their anewtpiB. In vain Iuiv« we 
made this long fatiguiog tnaichs in rain doth tiut 
8«nerou9i Ascanius Uivite the iafiituatad Eoglidi to 
shake off tbe yoke of whiflpam* to,4o. Justice to 
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" rity ； in yaia this glorioiu opportunity, if they re- 
" fuse the proflRsrod blettiiig, and chuse to live in 
" ease and indolence." In these terms were the 
complaints of t)ie army couched ； and Aacanius hhn- 
sdf now hegm to see his erxn:, in trusdng to the ac- 
counts sent bim while in Scotland, of the number 
and dispositions of his partizaiu in the south : never- 
theleas, he prudently tried to disguise his sentiments, 
and keep up the spirits of the people. " Who 
" knows (said he, at a council of war held at Man- 
" Chester,) but all will yet happen for the best, and 
" my greater glory. I grant we have run ourselves 
" into imminent danger j or rather, perhaps, Pro^i- 
" deuce has brought us thither, to shew what great 
" things may be done for us. Victory doth not &!• 
" ways declare for numbers. Few fiiough we are, 
" wc have arms in our hands, and I hope every man 
" here is well satigfied as to the goodneu of his 
" cause. We found the English tea than men at 
" Gladsmuir*. and we shall not find them more than 
" men on any field in England. Our friends, for 
" ought we know, toe, at this instant, striking a 
" more e£tectiuU blow far m than if they joined u« 
" in penoD. Let us suspend our feaxi and our judg- 
" mentB as'ta our situation, until I have received 
" fresh advices from London, for there I hope for- 
" tune is yet wwking f oy us." 

Thus cbeeredj flie Adventureis still went soutiit- 
wsrd, until they oame within the borden of dtaflR>rd- 
ghire, when' the d«ke lay with an amy to intercept 
them. Wade was also marehing after them thzougli 
Yorkshire, intending to put them between two fires. 
Thus was tills littlo wmy eneisded by the English, 
unable to proceed any way withoot meeting an army 
treble their number, for even yet they did not exeeed 
7400 men, not having been joined by more than 500 
since their entering England. 

I must not forget to meBtitoa, that, in every dty 
and mariceUtown through whieh Asoudus pcMK^d, 
iietQ^k ppinttMiottcf itHor hk. tUSub, by pxodiilm-^ 
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highim ; for instance, in Cai&le, Penrifh, Kenda), 
Lancaster, Proton, Wigan» Burton, Manchester, 
Sto^port, MfMsdesfield, Cangkton ； the two last in 
Chediire. At Congletcm, flnding his mardi south* 
ward absolutdy stopped by the duke, part of whose 
army lay at Newbastle under Line, within fen miles 
of Cangleton, he resolred to turn off eastward to 
Leek in Stafbrntehire^ and to trough the moorlands 
into Derbydiire, maxching east by south till he got 
to Derby town* whtre lie wcjuld be nearer London 
fhaa fhe EqglMi. This lesolntion was the most pru- 
dent be could take in the riccamsCances he was in : 
for it would bavelieen madness to engage the Eng- 
lish anny, sot only superior in number, but abound- 
ing in an necessaries; nor had they been harassed by 
forced maiches, as the troops of Ascanhui were, who 
wanted Decenary refreshment. On the other hand, 
had they gone back tlie way they came, that would 
hftve been at once to forfeit every opportunity of 
getting posseeaoD of the cai»tal ； luid they turned 
westward, in oidet to take refuge in Wales, they 
wotdd be never the nearer conquering England, and 
out of the way of seconding a French invasion, or a 
general rising of their friends in London ； besides, 
had Ascanius attempted to pass into Wales, he might 
bare been obstructed in his inarch through Cheshire, 
paiticulariy by the garrison of Chester city, where, 
besides tb^^th&itia, some new regiments were quar- 
tered. 1 , 

-ttecember 2d, Ascanius was at Leek in the moof- 
hihdB of Staffordshire, next day at Ashburn in the 
Pedc of Derbyshire, and on the 5th at Derby town. 
Mean time, the duke, finding the "dexterous adven- 
turers had given him the slip, crossed the country, 
expecting to intercept them in Lancashirs or Nortii- 
amptomhirei and this he had infallibly- done, had 
not ABcanius perceived, that still to go forward, 
would be obliging himself to risk a battle under all 
tbe disadvantages above-mentioned, or to suireader 
at discretion: he now saw tiiat the English were not 
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to be depended <n. Here he leorived Mviee ttcm- 
London, " That hu friends there had not the 】 
" to rise in his fitvour, without deq^entdy 
" ing both his own ruin and that of his party in 
" kingdom; that there was no likelihood of a 
" scent from Franoe, all the Kmthera coasts teing 
" well guarded, m were the circun^aeent seas, by 
" the J^liah fleet, for Hear oC whom the French. 
" durst not stir out.** 

Hereupon « council of war wascsdled, afc whicftr 
the duefs qiake very freely, and streniMnidy iasisted 
on the army's retunuag to Scotland by the way he 
oame ； ui^^, that they might get throi 
and Stafibrd before the duke, on the sovt 
them, oould know they hadb^un to 
that, as Wade lay direcUy north ficom 
doubted not of again giving him the slip, 
mg Catlkle before he could obstruct their 
To this advice ABCttnius consented, gtiU ooi 
himself with hopes that Providenee intended to woric. 
tor him by amne other meana thm Ufose he had. 
thought of. However, the common toldiera, who 
had flattered themsehres with the taking «f.--XiOtidaD* . 
were greatly chagrinod at timr disai^lntxnent, and 
would have severely revenged themselves on the peo> 
pie of Derby, and the other towns through whidi 
they were to repass* had not Ascanius and his officers - 
appeased them, and convinced them of Ish, iieeeaiitsr 
of their returning, and of injuring the persons and 
properties of the English as little aa their necessities 
would admit. Nevertheless discovering that a «ub- 
scriptioA had hoen here yet on foot by th« English 
party, and alxeadf pretty full, the adventurers pro- 
cured a copy of the subscription list, and made the 
town pay the money to them. They also obliged 
the people of Derby to f urnith them with nuiny ne> 
cessaiies at an euy price. But this proeeeding 
(which Ascaoiiu oouM not easily prevent) was pas 
haps the principU reason of their being joined by 
only four or five in thii wunty, goe of whom was 
oowMeUor Moigan, 
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As a d^y of a day or two must have rendovd the 
Mtxeat of Ascanius and his troops impracticable, they 
staid at Derby but two nights. December 6th, we 
find them again at Achburn in the Peak. Whiki 
Aseanius is thus giving the world as extraordiiuq^ a 
proof of his dexterity and skill in a retreat, as he had 
before of his courage and conduct in a battle, 《with 
one body of English foot hotly pursuing at his heels, 
and Oglethorpe with a body of hone on his right 
flying to interoept him, but in vain, though the ge< 
nexal made a very swift march across the eountcy,)^ 
let ufi leave him on bis march, and take a view of 
what his ftiends in Scotland were doing for him 
there. 

Lord Lewis Gordon, brother to the Duke of Gor- 
don, who remained in Scotland to take care of As- 
canius's interest while he was m England, was very 
active in raising men and ix^>ney in the northern 
His endeavours were greatly supported by 
le arrival of Fltz-James' regiment of horse from 
ice, of which most of the men were Irish and 
its, or descended from parents bom in these king- 
doms ； these were commanded by Lord John Drum- 
mond, brother to the Duke o£ Perth, who joined 
Lord Lewis : their forces together made near 5000 
men. With these troops the two lords quartered 
themselves in and about Perth, at the same time that 
Ascanius set out on his return from Derby. 

On the other hand, the Earl of Loudon was equally 
active in spiriting up the clans in the Georgian in- 
terest; he raued considerable supplies among the 
M'Leods* GrantSfMonroSj Sutberlandg, and Guns, and 
at last he had above 2300 effective men : 'with these 
he forced the son of Lord Lovat to retire ftom before 
Fort Augustus, which he had besi^ed with a consl- 
ly of Frasers, a clan of which his father 
The city a£ Edinburgh, now again in 
ids of the English, likewise exerted itself in 
1, as did also Glasgow, betwixt which two 
tegaoeata and several independent com, 
were nused.

Deoember 7th, he 
arrived at Leek in Staflbtdahtoe, and on the 9th at 
Mandieitar. Meantime, the Duke of Cumberiaad 
having intelligenee that his enemies had begun to re- 
treat northward, prepared to follow them with all ex» 
pedition. Ftyteg with a body of hoise through the 
countieB of Warwidk and Steflbrd, on the 10(3i he ar- 
riTed «t Bfaodoifleld in Cheriiire, 1000 foot follow- 
ing him at no grat stance; for ttie duke^t scheme 
wn to get up to tlM adventtuen widi his hone, and 
retard their nuucdi until hte infimtry came up, and 
thm to endeavour to bring Aseanitu to aj 
fagement. This, however, wfs what the lat 
dently avcrfded, well knowing the difi^rmc 
the spirit of troops pursued in an enemy*' 
and that of the puisaen. Besides, peroei， 
ibrtune indiiied her face with a smile towat 
royal highneat, the brave and active Duke of Cum- 
berland, the country piieople Toluntarily supplied his 
army with hones, earrfages, provision«, and allothec' 
necesnries; while the adventurers oould get nothinc^ 
but what violence forced ftom the grumbling Eng- 
lish, who took all methods to dUtress them. 

Macclesfield, where, as we have otaerved, the Kng- 
liih arrived on the 10th, is but a day's march from' 
Manchester, ftom whence Ansmias marched that 
day, resting his troop* there only one night ; thS 
fickle inhabitantv, perceiving fortune seemed to 
fxoym on &e adventuren, whom' they had jo， 
received a few days before, now gave the troops i 
Till rude marks of a very difftrant spirit : thte

Ifeanwhile, Lieutenant*GeRei«l Hawley, eomnum- 
der-in-diief of the Engltdi ^forces in Scotland; was 
asaembling a strong, though not nuTtterous army, 
in the neighbourhbod of Edinburgh, and, having all 
things in order,' he determined to mardi to the re* 
lief of Stirling castle } but first he detached Brigadier- 
Genera] Huske, (who was next in command undor 
tlavley) with part of the army, to dislodge the Earl 
of Kilmanxx^ from Falkirk, where he lay with tlfe 
yoiu% Adventurer'* horse, and whidi, being cS little 
use in a siege, he posted At this town, wbi<^ lies ia 
the direct road from Edinbui^h to StlrBng. On 0ke 
intelligence of Huflke% approach, Kilmarnock re- 
tired to the rest of the army at Stirling, not haying 
forces enough to engage the brigadier-genenl's troops ； 
md thus the road being opened, the whole English 
fimy maxtihed to Falkirk, where Aieaniuft reiolTeA 
to give them Ibe meeting.

Wtuack the newt of the battle of Falkirk reached 
LoodoD, the goveroment thought it highly IMS CM 
•vy to take more vigoroua measures for defeating 
the dedgiu of fbe once fonnidable AicBnius, who w» 
wm more dremded by the English than ever. The 
army In'SooCland was so condderably leinforeed at to 
fkee the Engtoh ftom their apprefaenciont of the fur- 
ftuar progam of the adventurers : but as an invanon 
by dse Prendi and Spaniards was yet to be feared in 
England, it wm Judged unsafe to lend many of itt 
toreu into Sootland. The Heasian troop* in British 
pay, then lying In the ndghbourhood of Antwerp, 
were ordered into the northern parts of Britain i lome 
of them landMlintiie north of England, otben in 
tiie aouttt of Sootland, and immediately were aawm- 
Med in Hie neighbourhood of Edinburgh, under Uie 
Prince of Heme, who had mairiedadanigliter of Um 

The troops under Hawley were coctremdy mortW 
fted 瓤 t their late diignoe, and udently widied for • 
■peedy oppOTtunity of retrieving their honour. In 
Older to this, they were every day buided in prepftn. 
turns for marching to the relief of the galUuit old 
Slackney, who itUl oondnued to defend Stirling am. 
tie with oounge and oonrtancy. In n few day* the 
English army waa in all retpeots in a better ooDditUm 
than before the action " Falkirk ； aod to aninuite 
the troops still more, January 30th, the youi^ dukt 
arrived at Edtaibiuigh. He was reodved by the «^ 
»yai its guardian angel, mh<m^nMam wm«iui» 
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oaoBfln of ▼ictary; in Aort, his arrival banished all Te> 
membranoe of the late disa;p:eeabTe afibir, and the 
soldiers expressed unusual ardour to be led against the 
eaemj, bad as the weather still continued. ' 

The active and indefatigable duke reviewed the 
troops the day after his arrival at Edinbuxgh, and im- 
mediately marched them towards Stirling, in two oo 
luxnm, eoosisting of 14 battalions, besides the Ar- 
gyleshire Campbells, and CoUiam's and Hex's dra- 
goons. The first night, February Ist, eight batte' 
liom of this army took quarters at Linlidigow, where 
the duke himself lay ； Brigadier Mordaunt, vitfa 
wa. bAttaUons, lay at Borrowstounness' the dxagoons 
in the adjacent Tillages, and the Campbells took post 
in the £ront of the army towards Falkirk, where A»- 
eaniuB had stationed a considerable body, who 
thought it convenient to retire upon the approUch of 
the English, and marching back in the night to Tor- 
wood, they were met by a courier from Ascanius, 
with orders to halt there until morning, when he in- 
tended to join them with the rest <ji the army from 
Stirling, and to give the duke battle. 

Next morning the English continued their nuudif 
and the officers and soldiers eager to come to a fresh 
trial with the adventurers ； but hardly had they ar- 
rived, when they received advice that the «nemy, in- 
stead of preparing for battle, were repassing the Fottb. 
with great precipitation ； and, to confirm this intet* 
ligenoe, they saw all the advanced guards retiring 
fcom their posts in great haste and oonfifeion. This 
news was soon after put out of all doubt by the noise 
of.two great reports, like the blowing up of maga- 
aines. Hereupon the duke ordered Brigadier Mor* 
dau&t to put himself at the head of the Argyleshire 
troops and dragoons, and harass the adventurers in 
their retreat. Mordaunt began to execute this order 
with all alacrity and diligence imaginable, and anir- 
ed late in the evening at Stirling, where he took 
possession of the camp which Ascanius and his 
troops had abandoned, with all their artillery. 'Xhey 
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hid HLomn up St. Ninian'schuieh, 1a whldi they hid

The Adventurers had also left behind Uwm all th*

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abfiotutery declared, they would not sacrifice thenr* 
■elves, nor madly throw away their lives, by engag- 
ing an enemy so vastly superior both in number 
and condition. Ascanius, seeing that it was in vain 
to waste his precious minutes on these troops,, gave 
orders for their passing the Forth, and retiring to- 
wards Perth, while he, with his trusty Highlanden; 
would abide the coining of the enemy, and defend 
their camp to the last man ； diusmg rather to die on* 
the spot, than Join in the ignominmus flight of his 
tsoops. 

As for the Highlanders, they were resolved to stand 
tuy him at ah hazards, and to share in his fate, let it 
prove ever so desperate : however, a fresh council of 
war being held, the chiefs endeavoured to moderate 
the extreme ardour and forlorn resolution of the less- 
experienced Ascanius, beseerfiing him not to hazard 
hh all upon one desperate engagement. 

Among others, the Duke of Perth strenuously op- 
posed coming to action with the duke, until their 
circumstanoes should become more favourable, and 
wntil they should have a better prospect of victory. 
In fine, it was at last thought expedient, to dediBft 
the battle for the present, and to march the whole ar 气 
my hitothe Highlands, where it was not in the least 
to be doubted but they should raise many recruits, 
md, in the end, either be able fidrly to beat the Eng^. 
fish in a pitched battle, or to harass and ruin them, 
by terrible inarches, fatigues, the badness of the oouik 
try, and the rigour of the season, none of which 
they were bo able to endure as the hardy natives. 

In consequence of' the above resolution, Ascanius, 
^th 8 soTTOw^l heart, (for he little ttiought he 
should have been obliged to turn his back on the ene- 
my so soon after the advantage he had gained at Fal- 
kirk,) gave orders- that aU the troops should quit the- 
^samp immediately, and Hollow the others that had 
marched to pass the Forth. This wbs done with all- 
poMttbte speed { for the consequenoe might have been 
jMftl had they given the enemy Cimo to eome so togh, 
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M to fall upon their rear, and iDtemipt their retreat 
I shall ooir give the reader the particulars of Ascs*. 
nius's return to the Highlands, and the duke's mafch 
after him, in the form of a diary or journal, that ttw 
future transactions ot «ach party, every day, ftoifi 
this period to the decisive battle of CuUoden, may be 
the more r^^ttrly exhibited, and more clearly oom> 
.prefaended by the reader. 

Febroary Sd, 1746. Having brokedown the brid^ 
at Stirling, to retard the enemy's punuit, the adven- 
turers eodrdy quitted, the neighbourhood of that 
town, separatisg themselves into different nmts> 
though all led to the appointed general randesrous in 
the Hij^ilands. Part of them took the road by T»y- 
bridge, direcrly towards the roountaiiu ； AManius, 
with the rest, consisting of Lord Gordon'B and Lord 
OgUvie'A men, the Fxench troops, and what hone 
*e sdventurera had* got to Perth the saxae even- 
ing' 

The same day the duke e&tered Stirling, where he 
received the compliments of General Blackney and 
^ officere of the garrisoil on this memorable occ»> 
■ion ； while thk young prince was pleased to testify 
hia extreme satisfaction with regard to the good de- 
fenoe the general Iiad made, by which a place of so 
mudi importance had been preserved, and the de- 
figns of faia dangerous rival, Ascanius, defeated. 
Mean white, pursuam to the duke's orders, many 
were employed in rejuiring die bridge, it l»> 
ing intendted to march the army over it, and follow 
the fugitives into the mountains. 

On the 5d, in the morning, Ascaniusand his people 
quitted Perth, and marched northwaids : hdrd John 
Dnimmond, with the remaing of the Scottish and 
Irish troops, which he had brought from Fiance, 
made directly for Montrose. The adventurers left 
behind them, at Perth, 13 pieces of iron cannon nail- 
ed up; and they flung a great quiuiUty of ammiuiK 
tion into the river, with 14 swivel guns, which tfaey 
)ud taken out of the Haaard sloop. 
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Ffltevary 4th« The bridge being K|Miced, the tataj 
p— lod orer, and theadvanoed guard, oonaUtingof tte 
AigylaJura Highlander! and the dngoons, marahed 
Oat. lUght as fkr as Crieff: but the foot were eaafcoBed 
in and about Dumblaia, where die duke tooik. up his 
quarten timt evening. 



Next day th» duke's advanced guards took possefe 
don of Perth. Meanwhile the adventurers oooti- 
ntifid their retreat northward, in which ve will le»vo 
them for a while, and make a short refiectkm od 
one of the most surprising ingtanoes of the great ef • 
facts of a general's reputation that any history badi 
ever exhibited,— In the space of a tingte week, the 
Duke of Cumberland posted from hu £tth3r*s eourt, 
txavelied about 9Q0 miles in the midst of winter, put 
himsdf at the head of Oie forces in Scotland, and saw 
hi* enemies flying before him with preoipitiUion ， 
those yery enemtes who, in his absenoe, despised 
those troops liy whom they were now pursued^ wert 
grown terriUe to the flyera, ehiefly on acoount of <mly 
one single penon's having resumed thQ cdmmpndof 
them. Should the duke's best firiendt endeavour tQ 
heighten this evwt, by any strains of compliment ov 
panegyric, they would only obscure it : the bare i«> 
cital off«ot it the noUe^t eulogium, 

Aioinitu was very aeimbto how rnudi the news of 
hi* retreat would alarm his friends bodi at h<niie and 
abrocwi: therefore he cwised leyeral printed pspem 
to be dispened, setting forth hi* reaflotu far taking 
tbisstep, BesidM thoae already mentioned, tbefot* 
lowing were assigned, vit. That w his men, putU 
culariy the Hlghlanden, were loaded with the boo^ 
they had ooHeoted in England and Scotland, it wm 
very proper to let them convey it home, where It 
might be lodged in safety} and fUrther, that this 
would neure to them an acquired property, for which 
they would* doubtless fight valiantly to the last, «nd 
lie induced to stand by the prince, not only on hla 
MOouoti but also on their own i «nd, after to fiidgu.

Having taken these precautions, the duke set out 
for Aberdeen, where he arrived on the 28th of Fe> 
bruary. Tht necessary dispositiona beiag made, tlie 
Georgian generals judged it necessary to make ezaii>> 
pies of some who had heretofore mi£ft)ehayed ； in ok»> 
der to which, a court-martial was held at Montrose* 
l»y which Captain ««**， in the artillery, who had de- 
■erted the train in the actUm at Falkirk, was senteac- 
ed to have his sword broke qver his head by the pro 
▼ost， his sash thrown on the ground, and hinudf 
turned out of the army ; and this was executed at the 
head of the artillery. A lieutenant, in Flemii^a r» - 
giment, was broke for disobeying orders and prevari- 
cating before a oourt-martial, on account of plunder* 
ing Mr. Oliphantfs house of Gask, a zealous adventup* 
cr, and who was at that time with Ascanius in the 
mountains. From this, and other instances which 
could be produced; all impartial men must own, that 
the burnings, plunderings, and devastations of the 
houses and estates of the adyenturers, wheteoi the 
king's troops have been accused, were not oaoniTed 
at, nor permitted with so much impunity as report^: 
ed by some over-zealous people. Let us now return 
to Ascanius, who made it his first care to become mas- 
ter of Inverness. 

Lord Loudon was then there, with about 1600 of 
the new-raised men before maitioned. With these 
he marched out to fight the adventureis; but, upon 
their approach, finding them much stronger than he 
expected, he retreated, and abandoned the town of 
Inverness, without the loss of a man, leaving Major 
Grant, with two independent eompaniea, in the ca»> 
tie, with orders to defend it to the last extremity. 

These orden, were, however, but indiArefidj 
obeyed, for Ascanius do sooner appeared before thtt 
place than the hearts of the garrison began to fail, 
and, after a very diort siege, he became master of tha 
town and castle, wbeie be fixed his head-quarom 
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Beddet the 4000 troofw wtdch now lay at Inver- 
_ Ascaniiu had several detached partiei abroad, 
and some of these falling upon several small corps of 
tfaeduke^s Highlanders, stationed about the CMtle of 
Bfadr, defeated them. These successes raised the 
litB of the whole party of advmturen, notwithstand- 
ing ttie badneas of the quarters, want of pay, icucity 
of providom, and other moonveniendes.

It though theie advantages made much noise, cod 
oontributed to keep up the spirits of A«c»> 
party, yet in the end they proved but of little 
to him. Money now was scarce with him, 
auppUei both at home and abroad fell mudi 
of his oxpectatioD; and hi* people began to 
lUefor thdr pay, and demanded their anean, 
could not be speedily tatiified : • rare pt 
I rum of bis whole party.

munition, whidi the earl had ordentoseiie orde- 
•troy. This was executed with great fadlity, for, 
upon his lordship^s approadi, the ganisoD abtodoned 
the place with precipitation, not taking time Co cuiy 
olt their stores. However, for want of hones, h« 
could not carry off all the booty, and wm ftwoed to 
destroy most of the arms, and above 30 ban^ at 
powder* 

Mardi 16tht The duke received advice, that Colo- 
Roy Stewart, one of thechieft of the adventurm, 
had pasted hinuelf at Stntfabogie, with 1000 foot 
and a troop of hussars. Hereupon Licutenant'Ge' 
neral Bland was sent, with » strong detachnmnt, to 
Attack him, and Bri^idier-Goienl Monfauint wm 
ordered after him with another purtf, to mppoit 
Bhmd if occasion should be. The next day Bland 
urri^d at Strsthbogie ； but u soon as Stewart per* 
ceiTed the enemy » he quitted the place, and retired 
towards Keith. Though the wMther unt wet ami 
haiy» yet the Marquis ^ Onnby, Conway, and Cmp^ 
tain Holdcn, with the volunteer*, oontinued • the 
ipuriuit. But fortune, though the had thus far wem« 
M to favouf these gentlemen, played them a dippety 
trick at last } for Bland detadied 辠 nptida of Azgyle- 
ihire CampbsUf, with 70 of hi* men, and 90 ot 
Kingtton'i hone, todmt Um vill^of KmkOk, aa^ 
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dien t^oin fhe anny $ they, eontmy totheiedirae- 
tions, ventured to quarter in the place that night. 
This gave the adventurers an opportunity to suipriM 
the ciiptwn and his party, which they improved; for, 
xetumixig to Keith in tlie night, they suTToimded it, 
cptCTwl it at both ends, and furiously attaAed the 
Aigyle^ire-men, Who defended themaelTes with 
great resolution, but were at last moct of them cut 
topieoeftj howerer, they sold ttuSr lives very dear. 
The Duke of Kmgstcm^ horse did not come off much 
better, the comet who eommanded them escaping 
idth only one third of his men. But this accident 
made ttie duke^fl people more dreumspect for the 
fixtxne, and nothing of fhat kind happened after- 
wards. Indeed the dispositions made by Che duke 
put all attempts of tbaX sort out of the pow» of As* 
canius, who watched for such opportunUia, and, 
had fhey omured, he would doubtless have improv- 
ed them to the utmost : though at that time unable to 
CBeounter the Gecnrgiaiis in the openfleld, had the ad- 
venturers found means to sUTpiise than, they might 
have ended the dispute at one blow, and Ascaoiug 
Ind perhaps been enabled to make a seotuid. and 
more suooessfiil expedition into England. 

The duke^s army was cantoned in three divisions. 
The first line, consisting of six battalions; Kings- 
ton's bone and Cobham's dragoons lay at Strath- 
bogie* within eleven miles of the river Spey, and 
wasoommanded by the Earl of Albemarle, assuted 
by Major-Genexal Bland. The second line, consist* 
ing of six battalions and Lord Mark Kefs dragoons, 
lay at Aberdeen ； and the third line, or corps of re* 
flerre, consisting at three battalions, with four pieces 
ofcaimon, were stationed at Old Meidrum, half-way 
betwixt Strathtmgie and Aberdeen.

bjr one geoenl and decisive action. 

The duke's troopa» notwithstanding the teverity of 
the -vinter, and the fatigues th«y had enduml by 
making a double campaign^ were, at the beginning 
of April, so well refreshed, and in such excellent or- 
der, that they were in all lespects fit for service ； and 
•o fKc from apprehending any thing from the impe- 
tuosity of the Highland adventurers, or the advan- 
ta^ they had in lying behind a very deep and rapid 
river, that they showed the greatest eageniesft.to 
enter upon action. But,, though the duke en- 
couraged, and took every possible measure to keep 
up this ardour in his army, yet he acted with great 
deliberation, and did not move till the weather was 
Kttled, Mfhen there was no daognr that the avalry 
ihouid suffer for want of forage. 

At length, April 8th, the Geor^ftn anay moved 
from Aberdeen, and encamped on the lUh at CuUo* 
den, where the Earl of Albemarle joined them. Here, 
all the troops being assembled, the duke gave ordera 
for their immediately passing the river Spey. Mean- 
time, Aseanius was continually busied in a oouncU of 
mr, which was held day and night, and in which it 
was debated, whether or not they should suflfer the 
Geofi^uuM to pass the river, and then to come to m> 
tion; or whether they should defend the banks, in 
order to gain time, by obliging the duke to remain 
on the other side.

The memorable battle of CuHoden was fought on ^ 
the 16th of April 1746. Aacanius had formed a de> ^ 
sign of surpiising his enemies on the 15th, ^ile they 
were at Nairn, but was prevented by the T^ilanoe 
and strict discipline of the duke. The eoene of bsU 
tie was a moor not far from Inverness, and near Lord 
President Forbes's home, called . CuUoden'hoine, 
and from which the battle took its name. We tmn 
had several accounts of this important action ； but 
the clearest, as well as the most authentic, is that dis- 
patched by the Duke of Cumberland to die king bit 
ftither, dated Inverness, April 18th ； and to this I 
think it is best to adhere. Neither Aacanius, nor 
any one of his party, had an opportunity after the 
fight, during his stay in Scotland, to draw up an 
account of it; nor has he， or his friends, thought 
proper to give the world this aatiefaction, though 
frequently solicited at the court of VeraaiUa to, give 
a mora suodnct account of that day's acdon. 



Aceownt of the Battle of CuHoden, drawn up by order 
of his Royal Highness the Duke qf Cumberland, 

We gave our men a day's halt at Nairn, and on 
the 1 6th marched, between four and five, in four co- 
lumns. The three lines of foot (reckoning the rasetre 
for one) were broken into three from the right, 
which made three columns equal, and each of fl^e 
battalions. The artillery and baggage followed the 
first column on the right, and the cavalry made tbs 
fourth on the left. 

After we had mardied about eight miles, out ad> 
Taaoed guaids, o(nnposed of about 40 of Kingrtan^i 
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hone, and the HigbUnden, led on by the quarter* 
master-general, observed the rebels at some distance, 
making a motion towards us on the left, upon which 
«e immediately formed ； but， finding they were »tUl 
a good way fiom us, and that the whole body did not 
come forwaid, we put ourselves again upon our 
march in our former posture, and oontiDued it till 
vithin a mile of tfaem, when we formed again in the 
nme aider as before. After reoonnoitring their tt- 
tuation, we found them posted behind some old walls 
and huts in a line with CuUoden-house. 

Aa we thought our right entirely secure. General 
Hawley and General Bland went to the left with two 
Rf^ments of dragoons, to endeavour to fall upon the 
right flank of the enemy, and Kingston's horse were 
ordered to the reserve. Ten pieces of cannon were 
disposed, two in eadi of the intervals of the first 
line, and all our Highlanders (except about 140, 
whidi were upon the left with G^eral Hawley, and 
betiAved extremely well,) were left to guard the bag* 

When we were advanced within 500 yards of the 
xebeb, we foupd the morass upon our right was end- 
ed, which left our right flank quite uncovered to 
them* His royal highness thereupon ordered the 
Duke of Kingston's horse from the reserve, and 
a little squadrtm, of about 60 of Cobham's hone, 
tiiat had been patroIiQg, to cover our flank ； and 
Pulteney's regiment was also ordered from the re- 
•erve to the right of the royals. 

We spent about half an hour after that in trying 
which ahould ^in the flank of the other ； and, in 
the raean time, his royal highness sent Lord Bury 
《《m to the Earl of Albemarle) forward, to within 
100 yards of the enemy, to reconnoitre aor^ewhat 
that appeared to us like a battery. On Lord Buzy's 
approach, the enemy immediately began firing their 
cannon, which was extremely ill-served and ill-point- 
ed.

In short, the adventurers 
who escaped the battle were now neoes$itated to se- 
pantte into smaU parties, in order to shift the better 
for themselves. 

The Earl of Cromarty was not at the battle ？ this 
lord had been ordered by Ascanius into hi* own 
oountry to raiie men and money ； but tbM order 
proved fata! to the Earl, who, almost at the very inr- 
■tant when Ascanius was defeated at Culloden, was 
taken priaoner by a party of Lord Rae's men and 雪 
tevr others, who surprised his lordship, his -won, Cnp- 
tain M*Leod, and a great many otber offioen, with 
above 150 private men: they were conveyed on 
board fhe Hound sloop of war, and carried to Lmr- 

That the reader, whether Englishman, Scotsman, 
Frenchman, or of any other nation, may know in 
what light the Creoigians in general looked .upon 
this important event, I shall quote a reflection from 
a writer, who, though a zealous whig, has honestly 
and impartially summed up and repeated only what 
was about this time remarked in almoet all oomp«- 
nies, both public and private.

The rebellion being now suppressed, the legisla- 
ture resolved to execute justice upon those who dared 
to disturb (he tranquillity of their country. 

We proceed now to give an account of the pu- 
nishment of t、e principal persons who embarked in 
such a desperate enterprise, the history whereof the 
reader has heard. Amongst these, Lord BalTnerino, 
the Earl of Kilmarnock, Lord Lovat, and Mr. Rat- 
eliff, make the greatest figure. Bills of indictment 
for high treason were foimd sujainst the Eark of Kil- 
marnock and Cromarty and Lord Bal merino* These 
noblemen were tried by their peers in Westrainstfer 
HalL The two earls eonftesscd their crime, but Bal- 
merino pleaded not guilty, and moved a point of law 
in arrest of judgment. The point was, that his in- 
dictment was in the county of Surrey, and so he 
ought to be tried where the act of treason was said 
to have been cammittcfl : however he waved thi« 
plea, and submitted to the court. 

The speeches mac^e by the Earls of Kilmarnock 
and Cromarty to their peers, to intercede for them 
■with his majesty, are extremely elegant and .path»> 
tic. As they are well worth the readert perusal, we 
thought proper to insert' them. 

The Earl of KUmarnocJ^s speech, 

May it please your Grace and my Lords^I have 
already, from a due sense of my folly, and the hrfs> 
nousnes&of those crimes with which I staad charged, 
•onfessed myself guilty, and obnoxious to those pu- 
aUbments which the laws of the land haw wisely 
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provided for ofifences of so deep a dye; nor would I 
have your kxrdships to suspect, that what I am now 
to o£^ 18 intended to extenuate thoae crimes, or pal* 
liate my offhsces : no, I mean only to address myself 
to your lordships* merciful disposition, to exdte bo 
much oompasston in your lordship^ breasts, as to 
prevail on his grace and this honourable house to 
intercede with his m^esty for his royal demeney. 
. Though the situaticm I am now in, and the folly 
and rsBlmess which ha» exposed me to this disgrace, 
cover rae with confusimi, when I Teflect upon th« 
unsullied honour of my ancestors, yet I cknnot help 
mentioning their unshaken fidelity and steady loyal' 
tj to the-<30wn, as a proper subjeet to excite that 
compasskm which I am now solieitii^. My fitther 
was an early and steady friend to the reToIution, and 
was very active in promoting every measure that 
tended to settle and secure the Protestant succession 
in these kingdoms t he, not only in his public capa- 
city, promoted these events, but in his private sup- 
■potted them, and brought me up and endeavoured 
to instil into ray early years those revolution prin- 
ciples which had always been the rule of his actions. 

H had been happy for me, my lords, that J had 
lieen always influenced by his precepts, and acted up 
to his example : yet I brieve, upon the strictest en- 
quiry, it will appear, that the whole tenor of my Ufe, 
from my first entering into the world, to the unhap- 
py minute in which I was seduced to j6in in this re- 
bellion, has been agreeable to my duty and alle- 
giance, and consistent with the strictegt loyalty. 

For the truth of this, I need only appeal to the 
nuuiner in which I have educated my children, the 
eldest of whom has the honour to b6ar a CDn)inia> 
sion under his majesty, and has always befaaVei like 
a gentleman: I brought him up' in the true princi- 
ples of the revolution, and an abhomnce of popery 
and arbitiBry power: his behavioiip-ja known to 
many of this honourable house; therefi^, I take 
tbe liberty to appeal to your loKdeliip^, if itb poan.

Aa 
I have oommitted treason, it is the last thing I would 
attempt to justify. My only plea shall be, your 
lordships' compassion— my <Nily refuge, his majesty'B 
clemency. Under this heavy load of aflSictkm, I 
have still the satisfaction, my lords, of hoping that 
my past conduct, before the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, was irreproachable: also my attachment to 
the present happy establishment, both in church and 
state : and, in evidence of my Section to the govern- 
ment, upon the breaking out of the rebellion, I ap> 
peal to the then commander-in-chief of his m^esty's 
forces at Inverness, and to the lord president of the 
Court of Session in Scotland, who, I am sure, will 
do justice to my conduct on that occasion. But* 
xny lords, notwithstanding ray determined resoludon 
in favour of the government, I was unhappily se- 
duced from that loyalty, in an unguarded moment* 
by the arts of desperate, designing men ； and it is no-, 
torious, my lords, that no so<>ner did I awake fh>m 
that delusion, than I felt a remorse for my departure 
from ray duty : but it was then too late. 

Nothing, my lords, remains, but to throw myself, 
my life, and myjportune, upon your lordships' compaa- 
sion i but of these, my lords' as to myself, it is the least 
part of my sufltrings. I have involved my eldest son, 
whose infancy aud r^ard to his parents hurried him 
down the stream of rebellion. I have involved alao 
eight innocent children, who must needs feel their 
father's punishment before they know his guilt 
Let them, my lords, 'be pledges to his migesty, let 
them be pledges to your lordships, let them be 
pledges to ray country, for mercy ； let the silent ekv 
quence of their grief and tean, let the powerful Ian* 
guage of innocent nature, supply my want of elo- 
quence and persuasion ； let me enjoy mercy, but no 
longer than I deserve it ； and let me no longer enjoy 
life than I shall use it to efface the crimt I have been 
guilty of. Whilst I thus intercede to his majesty, 
through the mediation of your lordships, fat mercjr, 
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let my remorse for my guilt, as a subject, let the 
Borrow of my heart, as a husband, and the anguish 
of my mind, as a father, speak ther^t of my misery. 
As your lordships are men, feel as men } but may 
none of you ever suflfer the smallest part of my an- 
guish. 

But if, after all, my lords, my safety shall be found 
inconsistent with that of the public, and nothing but 
my blood can atone for my unhappy crime ; if the 
ncrifice of my life, my fortune, and my family, 
is judged indispensably necessary for stopping the 
loud demands cf public justice ； and if the bitter cup 
is nol to pass from me ； •* not mine, but thy will, O 
" God, be done." 

The court pronounoed sentence of death against the 
whole three ； but the life of Cromarty was spared, and 
his other two associates were ordered to be beheaded. 

There is something in the misfortunes of great 
men which generally attracts attention : we shall 
not stay here to investigate the philosophic reason of 
this; perhaps it arises from the contrast betwixt 
their grandeur and the miseries into which they arc 
plunged, that the generality of mankind 'are so curi- 
ous to be informed of every circumstwce in their 
misfortunes. To gratify a curiosity n^ral to the 
hutnan mind, we shall give a particular account of 
the manner • of the execution of these unfortunate 
gentlemen, and some striking circumstances in their 
behaviour immediately before their death. 

The day appointed for the execution of Kilmar- 
nock and Balmerino was the 18th of August 1746. 
Accordingly, at 藝 ix o'clock, a troop of life>^uard8, 
one of the horse grenadiers, and 1000 of tbe foot- 
goaids, (being fifteen men out of each company), 
marched from the parade in, St. James's Park, through 
the city to the Tower-hilK to attend the execution 
of the Earl of Kilmarnock and Lord Balmerino, and 
having anrived there, were posted ia lines from the 
Tower U» the tcalfoid, and aU around it. About 
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It o'clock, the dMriflkof London, wtth their ante 
hand offloen* vii. lix lojeantiiat maoe, tkxjtth 
I, and the executioner, met «t the Mitre Tavc 
in FcndiuTdi-«txeet, where they breakfa

Soon af- 
ter, the procession, moving in a slow and solemn 
numuer, appeared in the following order : 1. The 
Qonstable of the Tower-hamlets; 2. Knight-jnar- 
ahal's men and tip-staves ； 3. The aheriffk' officers; 

The sheriffs, the priaonen, and their chaplain* ― 
Mr. Sheriff Blackford walking with the Earl of Kil- 
marnock, and Mr. Sheriff Cockayne with Lord Bal- 
merino s 5. The Tower-warders ； 6. A guard of mus- 
queteers; 7. The two hearses and a mourning coadi. 
When theprooesaion had passed through the lines in- 
to the area of the circle formed by the guards, the 
passage was closed, and the troops of horse, who 
were in the rear of the foot on the lines, wheeled off, 
and drew up.five deep behind the foot, on the south 
side of the hill, facing the scaffold. 

The lords were conducted into s^arate apartments 
in the house, facing the steps of the scaffold, their 
friends. being admitted to see them. The Earl of 
Kilmamods. was attended by the Rev. Mr. Foster, a 
diesenting minister, and the Rev. Mr. Hume, a near 
relation to the Earl of Hume; the chaplain of the 
Tower, and another dergyioanof the church of Eng- 
land, accompanied Lord Balmerino, who, on enter- 
ing the door of the house, hearing several of the 
spectators ask eagerly, " which is Lord Balmerino ？" 
answered, smiling, " I am Lord Balmerino, gentle- 
" men, at your service." The parlour and passage of 
the house, the rails enclosing the way from thence to 
the scafibld, aod the rails about it, were all hung 
with black, at the sherifis' expense. 

The Lord Kilmarnock, in the apartment allotted 
to him, spent about an hour in his devotions with. 
Mr. Foster, who assisted him in prayer and exhorta-

After which, Lord Balmerino, pursuant to his re- 
quest, being admitted to confer with the Earl, first 
thanked him for the favour, and then asked. " if his

Rwe. In the mean time, when all things 曹 era 
ly for ttie exacution, and the Vlaxk baiie wludi 
hung over the milt of the leaflbld, having, by dine* 
tioB of tbe oolond of the guard or tbe dieiifBi, been 
tuni0d up, that the peopte mif^t Me all the dieum- 
ot ttfCTeoution, in about two minutei (tiM 
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time he before fixed) after he kneeled down, bis 
lordship dropping his handkerchief, the executioner 
at once severed his head from his body, except only 
a small part of the skin, which was immediately di- 
Tided by a gentle stroke. The head was received in a 
piece of red baise, and, with the body, immediately 
put into the coffin. The scafibld was then cleared 
from the blood, fresh saw-dust strewed, and, that no 
appearance of a former execution might remain, the 
executioner changed such of his clothes as appeared 
bloody. 

In the account said to be published by the autho* 
rity of the sherififa it is asserted, that the Lord KiU 
maniodc requested his head might not be held up as 
usual, and declared to be the head of a traitor; and 
that, for this reason, that part of the oeremooy was 
omitted, as the sentence and law did not require it: 
but we are assured, in Mr. Foster's account, that his 
lordship made no such request ； and, further, that 
when h« was informed that his head would be held 
up, and such proclamation made, it did not afi^ 
him, and he spoke of it as a matter of no moment. 
All that he wished or desired was, 1. That the exe> 
cutioner might not be, as represented to his lordship, 
a good sort of man, thinking a rough temper would 
be fitter for the purpose ； 3. That his coffin, instead 
of remaining in the hearse, might be set upon the 
stage ； 5. That four per^m might be appointed to 
receive the head, that it might not roll about the 
stage, but be speedily, with his body, put into the 
coffin. 

While tills was doing, Lord Balmerino, after hav- 
ing solemnly recommended himself to the mercy of 
the Almighty, conversed cheerfully with his friends, 
refreshing himself twice with a bit of bread and 
a glass of wine, and desired the company to drink to 
him ain degrae ta hahxn, acquainting them that he 
had prepared a speech, which he should read on the 
scaffold, and therefore should here say nothing of its 
•ontents. The under-ahexiff coming into his lordihip'i 
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apartment, to let him know the sta/ge was ready, he 
prevented him, by immediately asking, if the afiktr 
was over with Lord Kilmarnock ？ and, being answer- 
ed it was, he inquired how the executioner per- 
formed his ofS^ ？ and, upon reoeiving the aooount. 
Mid, It was well done. Then Addressing himself to 
the eompany, said, Oenttemen, I shall detain yoti 
no loDger; and, with an easy, unafftcted dieerful- 



I nen, he saluted his friends, and hastened to the scaf- 
tdd, ^kfa he mounted with so easy an air as ast«^ 
nished the spectators. His lordship was dressed ift 
his legimentak, a blue coat turned up with red, trim- 
med with brass buttons, and a tie-wig, the same 
whidi he wote at the battle of Culloden : no circum-' 
stance in his whole deportment showed the least %iga 
of teat or regret, and he frequently reproved his 
friends for discoTeriiig either upon his account. He 
walked several times round the scaffold, bowed to 
the people, went to his coffin, read the inscription, 
and with a nod, said. It is right : he then examined 
th9 Mock, whidi he called his pillow of rest His 
lordship!* putting on his spectacles, and taking a paper 
out of his pocket, read it with an audible voice, 
which, flo far firom being filled with passionate inveo- 
thre, mentioned his majesty as a prince of the gresfv 
est magnaiumity and mercy ; at the same time, that, 
tiirough efrroneous political principles, it denied him 
a right to the allegiance of his people. Having de- 
livered this paper to the theriff, he called for the exe- 
cutioner, who appearing, and being about to ask his 
lordship's pardon, he aaid, " Friend, you need not 
" ask xneforgiyeneas, the execution of your duty ia 
" eommendaUe ：舞 on which his lordship gave him 
time guineas, wying " Friend, I never was rich ； this 
" is all the money I have now ； I wish it were more, 
" Slid I am sorry I can add nothing to it but my ooat 
" and waistcoat, wMdi he then took off, together 
with his neckcloth, and threw them on his coffin. 
Putting on a flannel wiuMcoat, which had been pro- 
Tided for Uie purpose, and then taking a plaid-cap 
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out of Ms pocket, he put it on htohoid, wnfiag, Im 
diedaSeotnnan. After kneeling down at the VktA, 
•tow^uat his poctuie, and ahow theexecutkmcr the 
clgnal for th« stroke, whieh was dropping hi* «m»* 
he once more turned to his Mends, took hk iMtfin^ 
wdl» and, looUng round on the crowd, mid, " P» 
" hapt tome may think my behaviour too bold ; bat

der shall fm ever be fixed in the crown, his son is 
ftbiolutely deprived of any title or interest in Qie af- 
fluent fortune of that ancient family, to the amooitf 
of better than L.«00,000. 

This unhappy gentlenum was the youngest toother 
«f James Earl of Derwentwater, who was exocuted 
in 1716: they were rons of Sir Frands Rafcdilf, bf 
ttie Lady Mary Tudor, natural daughter to King 
Charles II. by Mn. Mary Davis. 

He was, with his brother, taken at Preiton, tried, 
coorlcted, and condemned, but several times respit- 
ed, and probably would have been pardoned, had he 
not* with thirteen others, made hi* escape out of a 
room called the Castle, in Newgate, through a smsll 
dooT» which had been accidentaUy left open, leading 
to the mttter<ekte debtors, where the tunikey, not 
kjiowing them, let them out of prison, suppdflhig 
they were persons who had come to see thdr frieDda. 

He immediately got a passage to France, and fitnn 
tlMnoe followed the Pretender to Rome, rabsiatinff 
on Mich a petty pension as his master oould aUoir 
liim. But, retUTning some time afterwards to Puis, 
he married the relict of Livingstoo, Lord New- 
liouTgh, by whom Had a son. 

In 1733 he came to England, and resided ianie 
time at Mr. John's, in Pall-Mall» without any moles- 
talion, though it was known to the ministry, and p&- 
turned to France^ He came back agidn to England 
in 1735, and solicited his pardon, but witbout mo* 
ceM, though he appeared publidy, and visited seve- 
ral fttmilies in Essex. Returning again to Franoe, 
he a/oc^ted (rf the French king's commiaiiaii, to act 
Man offloer in the late rebellion; and, embaridng 
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iritfa his fon and several other Scotdi and Iriih oflU 
een, on boud the Esperence privataer* for Sootland* 
taken by hii Mi^jesty's ship the Sheemof; and. 



when he landed at Deal, was very arrogant to the 
Ung** <^oers, till they told him they intended to 
use him IHce a gentlemitn, but be wva going to put it 
out of their power. 

He died la the prineiples in wfaidi he had lived, 
and was to seakms a papist, that, on the abmrditiet 
of aome things whidi an hdd ncred by the dkurdi 
of Rome being stated to him, he replied, « That for 
of that church repugnant to resaon, 
which ahe requires an implicit belief, he wished 
( were twenty, that he might thereby hsvflSi 
oppoztiinity of exercidng and displaying 
ith." 

Lovat was impeached by the Commons; 
axtides of impeadunent were read to him, 
a long speech at the bar, signifying the es* 
. he had for his nugesty and the royal fiunily r 
enumerated divers instances of the great aenrioe 
he did tbe government in extinguishing the relj^Uion 
in 1715. He likewise took notice of his inflnnitiei, 
riy his deafaeas, and said he had not heard 
"word of the charge against hinu He was oon- 
on the evidence of his own domestics' and ac- 
bemned to be beheaded. He wastumed 
of founoore \ and, notwithstanding his age and inflr- 
mitlesy the zeooUection of his conscience, (whidv was 
mppoted not to be quite ft«e of oflteooe), he died like 
an old Ronum, exdalming, dulee it decorum e" pro 
morif i. e. it u jdeasant^Mid glorious to die • 
He surveyed the crowd with attention, ex- 
tfae axe, jeited with the executioner, and 
upon the block with the utmost indtf- 
Fram this last aceoe of his life, one would 
copclnded that he w^nt on prindplei that Im 
was thoroughly pmuaded he died a martyr for p** 
triotiflm, and that he bad a oonsdenoe void of oflbnx 
towmrda God and towards man.

The prince here (in Benbicula) got oo shore into 
an uninhabited hut, and helped to nuke a fiie t» 
warm the crew, who were almost perished with 00I4 
ftfid wet. This storm continued for fourteen houw 
after they landed* 

Here tbe prinee bought a oow for 3、a> and imme> 
diately shot her, and had some of her boiled in tbe 
pot which, Donald M'Leod had bought for tbenu 
After which the piinoe lay down on the flow, hav- 
ing no other bed thaa an old sail-cloth, and slept very 
«ound; but the crew were obliged to keep^ 麻 food 
lookKmt, by regular watches. 

They staid two nights in fhts place, and on th« 
S9th, in the evening, the weather growing favoumUe, 
jkhey set sail about six o'clock, fot Stornaway, in thm 
Isle of Lewis* in N. lat. 58. d. 8 m. where Donald 
M*Leod did not doubt but he should be able to pro> 
cure a proper vessel to convey the prutoe safe to 
yraoce. They took some of their beef with them* 
and set sail ； but, meeting with another storm, they 
were obliged to put into the Isle of Scalpa, or Olaai^ 
peer the Harris, belonging to tha laird of If 'Laod, 
which is about 14 leagues N. of fienbiculflut

former for the son, and were well entectained at one 
Donald CampbdTs house' a fimner. 

The next day. May Ist, Donald M'Leod, to oAen 
mentioned* {nocurtng a boat of their tamdlord, Camp- 
bdl, went to Storaaway, wiUi instructions to Srei^t« 
Tewd for the Orkneya. 

On the 3d of May, the prince received 翁 memage 
from M*Leod Oat a ship was ready; whereupoa he, 
next day, got another boat with four men, and land- 
ed at Lodi Shefort in M'Kenniifs country, where 
Allan H*Leod took hit leave, and went for South

The pnnoe, having then (VNeil, Sid&Tan, andhli 
guide with hint, get out on foot for Stonutway, which 
is about thirty miles by land, and Arrived at the point 
of Aryniah, about half a mile S. E. of StomawBy, on 
the 5th, about noon : having travelled 18 houn on 
the hilb, in a wet stormy night, without any kind of 
refreshment, and were misled by their guide, eitfier 
through ignorance ot design, having conducted them 
•ight miles out of the way, when they might have 
avoided that trouble, by crossing the ferry fiom Sc^ 
pa to the Harris, whidi is about a quarter of « mile 
over. Thia, though they then thought it a misfSofrtune, 
proved to be the very providential meant of prevent* 
ing the prince from being taken, which, kad they ar- 
rived there sooner, would have been the cue, at wt 
■lull see pmeatly. 

From this place tbe prince sent his guide to Dcv 
nald M*Leod at Stornaway, deriring he would tend

The militia, about this time, went to the Idand of

On the 1 他 of June, the prinoe, 0<Nid, SuUivm, 
Edward Burke, and Donald M*Leod, sailed from the 
foot of Comdale in Campbell't boat, and landed in 
Ouia or Fovaya, an bland lying between South Ulst 
and BenUculik 



H«re ttiey iteid four nights t and, on tiae 18U&« th« 
prinoe, (yNlel, and a fuide, went to Rushnaw, and 
Suffivia and M*Leod were left in Ouia. Here the 
prinoe staid two nights, and then, leonving infomu- 
tion that (he militia were coming towards BenWculat 
it wa* naoeaBsry to get back again to tbe foot of Car* 
ndale. But he tcaroo knew what to do, as the militia 
boste had been some time between Ouia and RudukCtt. 
Donald M*Leod and SulUvan, hening of this, Mt 
■ail in the night, and brought the prinoe from RnA- 
nem to Conadale again; but, meetiiig with a violait 
itonn, and henry rain, they were fcnoed into Udi- 
neM Point, two miles and a half offGonadale, called 
AdikinideaUiBh, a rodL upon the shore, in a deft of 
whidi they took up their quartexi. This itacm 
lasted a whole day. 

At night, finding their enemies within two miles off 
them, fhey sailed again, and arrived lafely at C^e»> 
tieUa I ttoax whence they steered for Lodi-Bolsdale, 
till a man on board swore there was 囊 long-boat bfr> 
fore tiiem in their way, no doubt full of marines, and 
would go no farther, although Donald M*l>ooald 
was positiTe to the contrary, assuring them that it 
WM nothing but a little rock in the water, which h« 
knew very well, that had the appeanmee of a boat at 
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O, Donald I (Mid the prince,) would they not be 
oar own people sCiU, let them now do what they 
will i what they have done i， not all to be imputed 
to their fiuilt) but it is alU^gether owing to tho 
vridcnt Foibes has over their judgment! in 
tten. Betides, (oontinucd he,) if ever the 
•m was restond, we should be m sine of them 
far firieods as the other people are now, they bo> 
ahrmys for thoae in most power. I blame 
(odd the prince,) young M'Leod much mora 
ills father, for he was introduced to me in 
, and lolemnly promiBed me all the servioo 
in his power t which he, as a gentleman, should 
" not have done, when he did not resolve to per- 
•• form it, as I now see plainly." 

While they irere here, Donald M'Leod espied two 
atSit whidi they took for Fiendi ships, but they 
proved to be Eogliah men of war; which, however, 
gave them no trouble. The prince, having retted 
tame days, found himadf in a most desperate situar* 
tion, for he got intelligenoe that Captain Caroline 
Soott had landed at Kilbride, within less than two 
miles of him. This obliged him to partfiom hiscon- 
gtaatattendantt, Sullivan, faithful Donald M'Leod, 
bis guide Burke, and all the boafs crew; keeping 
only CVNieL Two shirts was all their baggage. 

When he parted with Donald M'Leod, there was 
an appointment to meet again «t a certain place, by 
dMbrent wayt. Donald went south about, and aU 
thereat left the prince, except (XNeil; upon which 
he ynM obUged to sink the boat, and shift m well m 
he eottld for himadf. The others, after parting with 
i» pdB0»4 rtakl la tilt fiddt two nighti, taming only 
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the laib of the boat for a cover. On thn ftiinl nigM 
tiwy went tether into the kxA, and rested tbei^ 
abouts for other two nights, until they got sight of 
aome dt the red coats, whidi foioed them to the 
north side of the loch. 

On the 5th of July, Donald M*Leod was taken 
prisoner, by Allan M'Donald of Knock, a lieateaant,, 
at Slate, in the Isle of Sky ； heat the same time took 
M'Donald of the fiunily of Glenaladale, and Mr. For- 
xest, a Romish priest. They were cazried ftova plaoe 
to place, and at last to Appleorossbay, in the Isle of 
Sky, and there put on board the Funiaoe, Cafrtaia 
Feiq^aon. Donald M*Leod was immediatdy eu^ 
lied into the cabin to GeDeral CampbeU, whacgcamin- 
od him very ciicuimtantially. 

The general asked him, if he had been along with 
the young Pretender? «* Yees," (said Donakl,) " I 
" winna deneeiL**— Do you know, (said tbegenonl,) 
«* what money was upon that gentianaa's head ？ no 
" kas than L.30,000 sterling, maul which weuU

general could n' - 1 avoid almiring Donald's hcmour 
and generosity, sod his contempt of fold when put 
in oompetition with his v rtue. 

Donald was conveyed on board a ship to Tilbury 
Fort, tmd thence removed to London, aod at last was 
discharged out of a mewenger's hands, <wha« he bad 
^een a little time,) jon the 10th of Jun^ 1747* whieh* 
lie uid, he would ever after celel»ate w the dajr of 
his deliverance. 

Burke, after parting from the prinoe, want over 
MoKtb Sta»n4* or Noctb Uitt, wh»« ikuUwd in • 
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kiSotlled Eval, for near seven we^s; twenty da|« 
of *^hich he had not aay meat, except dube and laii>> 
HDcki, a kind of ahell-fish. 

About this time a paper had been reatf in all tha 
kiiks, strieUy forbidding all peraons to give 8 mond 
ot 'meat to any rebel, npoa severe religious peiialtiei» 
Thus the place appointed to preach the doctrine of 
Chriit was prostituted to quite ccmtraiy purpoMS, 
▼is. forbidding to feed the hungry, or dothe th« 
> A». " If these are now the kirk tcoeta^ 
loyalty it nuuh mended, and their reli^pM 
worse." After various dbtrenefl, oceaekoo- 
ly by this ordar, he at last was oUi^ to hide 
in a cave in North Uist, where he mu fedbf 
' mad his wife in the night; and, after v»> 
lions tHMildes, is now safe in EdmlMJfgh, by virtue of 
l ace of grace. 
'Leod says, " That the prince never

They arrived in a very wet condition, and made 
a fire upon a piece of a rock, to keep themselves 
warm until night. They had not been long there, 
when they were alarmed by four wherries, full of 
armed men, approaching towards the shore. At 
this flight, they extinguished their fire, and conceal 
ed themMlves in the heather or ling ； but their fears 
•oon vanifhed, for the wherries sailed quietly by, to 
the southward, within gun-sbot of them. 

On the 88th of June, about eight (/dock in the 
ereliiiig, they set out in very dear weather, but had 
not gone above a league, before the sea becune very 
rough and tempestuous. The prince, finding Miss and 
tiie saiUns bef^nning to be uneasy at their situation, 
song ttiem aeveral Highland songs ； among others, an 
old song made for the 29th of M«y. By this, and 
lome merry stmies, he oontriTed to keep up their 
spirits. 

Next morning, tiiough it was dear and calm, the 
bOBtmen knew not where they were, the wind hav- 
ing varied several times in the night; however, 
they made a point of Waternish, in tiie west corner 
of Sky, ▼here they tried to land, but found the place 
pooesaed by a body of forces, who had also three 
boots or yawls, near the show, and several men of 
war were in sight. A man, on board of one of these 
boats, fired at the prince and crew, to make them 
bring to. They rowed off; but would have been 
taken, had it not' been providentially very calm, the 
•hipa ataome distance, and the militia on shore not 
being aUe to star for want of their oars, whidi were 
bulled up and flung in the line by the crew, who 
were scampering up and down ； but, however, ihey 
lent up to alarm the people in a small town not far 
pfll In consequence of the night 8t >rm, Miss Flora 
was 90 fatigued, that she fell asleep on the bottom of 
the boAt The prince olner^iDg it, covered her, to 
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Vve her as much as he could from the ooM ； axad «ae 

by her lest any thin^ should hurt her, or lest any of 
tbe boatmen, in the dark, should step upon her ； imt 
the sea being rough, she could not sleep long. 

They got safe into a creek or cliff in a roek, and 
there remained ta rest the men, who had been all 
night at work, and also to get some re&eAment ； 
however, as soon as they could, they set forwimi 
again, lest the alarm g^ven to the village shoukl 
luring down the people upon them, which would 
have been the case had they staid, for they had not 
gone far before they observed the people approacb-- 
ing to the place they had so lately quitted. 

From this place they went and. landed at Kilbride, 
in Troternish, in the Isle pf Sky, &bout twelve miies 
north from the above -mentioned poiat. In dug 
neighbourhood, there were also several Vn^itia io 
search of the prince, whose coramanding-offioer vns 
at Sir Alexander M'Donald'g; the very house Mim 
Flora was going to ； but she did not know the oiBeet 
was thete until she saw him.

officer of the forces in that neighbourhood, wbo» 
after some time, asked hej " whence she came? 
" which route she was going? and what news she 
" heard i" &c. all which she answered -as she thought 
proper, and very readily, so that he had not the toast 
suspicion* at that time, of ^hat she was about, e8<* 
pecially as he saw, when she went away, that she had 
only one servant with her* who he was certain eould 
not be the prince. 
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lUn Flora haviqg told Lady Margaret where iIm 
had left the prince, and the situation he was in, my 
)ady was at a loss what to do ； but as Mr. M'Donal4 
of Kingaborough, Sir Alexander's steward or factor, 
WM in the luHue, she applied to him, and desired he 
would conduct the prince to Kingsborough ： which 
he readily complied with, and sent a boy down to the 
boat, with imtnictioiM to show the prince to a p]Mct 
•bout a mile distant froi^ the boat, whither he him- 
jdf would go, and be there ready to attend bin. 
The boy went off direcUr, and Kingsborough taking 
■ome wine and other refreshments for the prince, 
Hxm after aet out for the place of rendezvous, loving 
JfiM Fkm with Lady Margaret. 

When Miss Flora thought the prince and King»> 
ImrcMigh might be got to some distance, the thea 
made 氯 moticw to go» and ordered out ha hones di* 
ractly ； but Lady Margaret pressed her •trongly, be- 
fore the officer, to atajr, telling her, at the same time, 
" that she (Mi» FlQca) had promiaed to stay the next 
" time she came, when last there." But she begged 
Jier ladyBhip to excuse her this one time, becauM, 
•ayi she, " I have been some time away, and my 
" mother is not very well, and entirely alone in these 
" troubloHS t^paeA." At last she excused her ； but 
only upoii rmewing her former promise to make 
amendi the next time she went thither, which was 
very wHUagly complied with. 

Every thing being ready. Miss Flora and her man, 
Mn. M'Dooald afore mentioned, and her man and 
naid, all fet forward. They had noli gone far before 
they overtook the prince and Kingsborough. Mn. 
M'Donald was very desirous of seeing the prinoell 
ifiuse, wiiich he as carefully avoided, by turning it to 
the oppoBite «ide ； but, however, she had several op- 
portunitifls of leeing it, though much disguised. 

MiB. M'DooAld'fl maid coidd not keep her eyes oS 
the prince, and nid to Miss Flora, " ma thiok ay 
" iwer saw luch ao impudent looken woman, or • 
"man in waaua's dutho*. Hiss Flon icpllfl^ 
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" ahe was an Iridiwoman, for she knew her, and had 
" seen her before." " Bless me, (quoth the maid), 
** what long straides the jaide takes, and how awk- 
" wardly she warks her petticoats, &c. I believe 
" those Eiriah women could faight as well as tlw 
" men." 

Miss Flora not liking the maid's obiemrtioDs, and 
Imowuig they were near the place where the prince 
and Kingsborough were to turn out of the oommon 
load, and that it was not proper to let Mxb. McDo- 
nald's man and maid-fiervant see whidi route tfaey and 
Xingaborough took, she called out to Mrs. M'Danald 
to Tide faster, for, says she, we tbaU be late out ； this 
was complied wiUi, and they loon lost right of the 
two on foot, who turned out of the oommon road to 
•Toid the militia, and went over the hiUa S. S. E. 
till they arrived at Kiiigtborougli>hou8e, whidi was 
about eleven o,dock at night, on Sunday, June the 
S9th， in a very wet condition, having had mudi rain, 
and walking seven long miles. MiM Flora arriyed 
about the «ame time along the hi^way, having part- 
ed with Mrs. M'Donjdd, and her man aad nudd<aer- 
rant. 

O'Neil, after parting from the prince and Miss 
Flora, went and met SuUivan, who wu yet upon the 
island. About two days after the prince and 0*NeQ 
had parted, a French cutter, having ISO men on 
board, went to the Isle of South Uist, Intending to 
•cany off the prince, who, they were informed, was 
there. Sullivan went immediately on board, while 
O'Neil went back for the inrinoe, hoping to over- 
take him before he aad Mi« Flora ahoald leave 
the island ； but O'Neil finding the prince had left the 
island two days before, xetumed to the place where 
he had left the cutter; but, unhappily for him, the 
vessel was gone about three houn befora* for the 
timorous Sullivan, having a fair wind, had not 
courage to gtay for the prince and 0*Neil, but set 
nil cUrecUy^ to save one precious life, and left 
4he fvince and O'Neil to tbeir good muter, Provi> 
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denoe. There were two small wherries juft within 
light, which might, indeed, in some measure, excuM 
the tae»>he«rted Sullivan, both the wherries being 
filled with armed men, and were sent out by an Eng- 
lish officer after this cutter, but could not get to her. 

0*Neil was aooa tiftet taken prisoner, but being a 
fore^ officer, waa only a prisona of war ； he was put 
on board a man of war, where, in a little time after, 
be saw MiBB Flora a pruoner also, for doing what he 
had been the iiutrument of bringing about. He was 
alterwaids conveyed to Berwick-uponrTweed, and, 
after aotae time, aoft home> according to the cartel. 

But, to return to Awatnius, he loon got to Kingip 
borough*! houae«. Mrs. M'Donald, not expecting her 
husband home at that time of the night,, wu undrest 
and JuBt goiog to bed, when one of her maid'c^rvants 
went up and told her, " That KingsbprougfaLwas re- 
" turned, and had brought tome company, with 
" Melton's daughter, I believe," said the maid, "and 
" some company with her." " Melton's daughter is 
" -very welcome heie, with any company she pleues 
" to bring; make my compliments to her, and tell 
" her to be free with any thing in the house; but I 
" am sleepy and undrest, and cannot Me her to^ 
" night/* 

, In a short time Kingsboxough's dauc^ter went up^^ 
in as great hurry as surprise, crying out, " Mamma, 
" mamma, my father has brought heether a very 
" odd, muckle, ill shapen up waife as eever I saa i 
" nay, and has taaken unto the hall too." 

She had scarce said this, before Kingsboroogh- 
himself came iiiib4he room, and desired his wife to 
dress again, as fast as shs ^uld, and get such meat 
as they had ready for supper.—" Who have you 
" with you ？ says she, " You diall know that in 
" good time, only make haste." She then desired 
her daughter to go ftnd fetdi the keys, which she had 
kft in the halL The girl went and soon ctaofs bacK 
■gain in a great hurry, and Mid, , * Mamma, mamma, 
" I caoiui gang eea for ttio kayet; because the 
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" muckte woman is walken up and down the hall, 
" and I am afraid of her." Mrs. M'Donald then 
went herself, but was so frighteoed, as she said, " at 
" seeing such a muekle trollop of a earfog make 
" tike lang streeds through the hall, that she did not 
" like her appearance :** but then she desired her 
huflbandto fetch them; but he would not; so she 
was obliged to go hei^If. 

When she went into the room Ascaniua was sitting, 
but he got up immediately, and saluted her. She 
then b^an to tremble, having found a rough beard, 
imagining it was some distre^ed nobleman or gentle- 
man in disguise, but nes'er dreamed who it was. 
She therefore went directly out of the room, with the 
keys in her hand, to her husband, without saying one 
wcH^, and greatly importuned Kincsborough to tell 
her who it was ； and if he could tell any thing of 
what was become of the prince. Kingsborough smiled, 
and told her, "My dear, it is the prince."—** The 
" prince r cried she, "then we are a' ruined, we will 
" a, be hanged now." " Hute, (cried he,) we will die 
" but once, and if we are hanged for this, we die in 
" a good cause, doing only an act of humanity and 
" charity : but go make haste with supper, bring us 
" eggs, butter, cheese, and whatever else is ready.* 
" Eggs, butter, and cheese," quoth she, " what a 
" supper is that for a prince." " Oh wife I* replied 
he, " you little know how he has lived of late ； thu 
" will be a feast to him : besides, to make a formal 
" supper would make the servants suspect some- 
" thing; the less ceremony, therefore, the better: 
** make haste and come to supper yourself." " I 
" come to supper," said she ； " I know not how to 
" behave before majesty."-" You must come," re- 
plied Kingsborough, "for the prince will not eat 
" one bit without you ； and you'll find it no difficult 
" matter to behave before him, so obliging and easy 
" is he in conversation." 

I hope the reader will excuse xne, for giving this 
dialogue In their own words, not bei^g abte, to give a 
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tetter idea of the figure the prince must have made, 
and of the distcess he vas in, than in their own way 
«f escprenioo. 

At supper, the prince placed Miss Flora at hit 
ri^t hand, always paying her the greatest respect 
whoever she was, and always rising up whenever sh« 
entered the room, and Mrs. M< Donald at his left. 
He made a plentiful supper, eating four eggs, some 
bread, and butter; he drank two bottles of 
at, supper, and then calling for a bumper of 
ly， he drank " Health and prosperity to his 
idlord and landlady, and better times to us all 
and after nipper, smoked a pipe. He smoked ft* 
society, and kept the same pipe tiU it was as black as 
ink, and worn or broken to the very stump. After 
drinking a few glasses ctf wine, and flniahing their 
pipes, the prince went to bed. 

When ttie prince and Kingsborough were going 
fipom MongBtod to Kingsborough, th—' prince said, he 
puipooed gmng to the laird of M*Leod'8, as being a 
place the government people would not suspect But 
Kingsborough would not agree to that, and gave 
lomc of his reasons to support his opinion. " What," 
lays the prince, " do you think that M'Leod, to his 
" former doings, would add that of thiisdng after 
" my Wood?"—** I am not certain of that," replied 
Kingsborough, " but I have received a letter from 
" the lurd of M'Leod, wherein he desires me to de* 
" liver you up, if you should fall into my way ; and 
" says, 1 ihould thereby do a service to my country." 
The prince thereupon dropt that project, and laid, 
" I hope M'Lcod will live to see his mistake." Somt 
time after this, the laird of M'Leod asked for the 
letter again ； but Kingsborough absolutely vefiued to 
give it to him, and farther said, " he would keep that 
" to show what part M'Leod acted." 

Kingsborough, amongst other things, asked the 
" If he looked upon George Murray to hare 
a tieadteroua part?" he said, "he hop^d 
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KingRborough alao said to him, h6 oouldnotienwm- 
ber or conceive what it was that brought him tliat 
day to MoDgstod (Sir Alexander's house), for be haA 
no manner of business there, nor owed any vkiL 
" I will tell you," said the prince ； ** you- could not 
" avoid going, for I have been the particular cue of 
" Providence, and that aent y6u hither - to save me, 
" there being no other penon decreed to do iL" 

After the prince wa& gone to bed, Mn. M'Donald 
desired Miss Flora to relate his adventures, an far m 
she knew of them' which Ehe did ； and when she 
had conduded her story, Mrs. M'Dontld asked her, 
" What was become of the boatmen who Inought 
" them to that island ？" She replied, " ther^ent 
" back again directly for South Uist"*— " That was 
" wrong," said Mrs. M'Donald， " for you should 
" have kept them on this side for some time, at katt 
«* till he had got farther from his punuere." 

As Mrs. M' Donald conjectured, so it pnrred, fov 
the boatmen were immediately seised on their return ； 
and, being threatened with torture or death, both 
which are absolutely against our law, but is firequent- 
ly the case when people are ruled by those they pay, 
by these threats o€ torture* I say, Uie men revealed 
all they knew, and gave a description of the gown, 
with purple sprigs thickly stamped, and a white 
apron. This thought of bet's determined Mias Flora 
to desire him to change hb dien; whidi he agreed 
to' not being willing to march any farther in that 
dress, having found it so troublesome the day before; 

This great feast which the prinee had got, bdog 
the most material refreshment he had met with for 羃 
long time, agreed so well with him, that he slept 
nine or ten houn without interruption, whereas, in 
goieral, he seldom took above three or four to rest. 

As morning advanced. Miss Flora began to be afhiid 
lest, by lying too long, he should give his enemies 
time to overtake him ； she therefore desired Kings- 
borough to go into his room, and call him up. 
He, after mut^ persuasion, went, but, finding him 
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in so lound a sTeep, would not awaken him, mnA 
tired quietly out of the room again ； but every thing 
being soon after ready for his journey, Miss FIotb 
hiAisted that Kingsborough should again call him up, 
with whidi he complied ； and having awakened the 
prince, ssked him how he had rested ？ the prince 
answered, " Never better, for I thought 1 never lay 
" on BO good a bed; and, to tell the truth, I had ak 
" mo«t torgat what a bed wu." 



Although the prince was to change his dress, it wat 
fliott^t necessary to leave the house in tho lam* 
hftWt he arrired, that, in case of a pursuit, it would 
prerent any one from describing the dress he travel- 
led in> When he was dressed, they came into his 
ehamber, and put on his apron and cap. Before 
IfiM Flora put on the cap, Mrs. M' Donald dearad 
ber, in Ene,* to ask for a lock of his hair, which 
■he refuted to do. Baying, " Cannot you ask him 
,' yourself?" He, finding they, were disputing about 
tomethiiig, desired to know it, and when Mn. M'IHk 
nald told him her request, he immediately granted 
its and layii^his head on Miss Flora's lap, bada her 
eutalodi off, which she did, giving Mrs. M'Donald 
one half, and keeping tiie other heiself. 



The prince being drened, cried, " A lusty wench 
" this M." He then got his breakfast, and taking 
leave of his landlady, he and Kingsborough, with 
翥 liimdle of Highland clothes under his arm, went to 
ft wood not far from Kingsborough-hoiue, and there 
he diaoged hb dress. Thia being done, he todk. 
Kingsborough in his tnns, bade him a long sdieu, 
and in 雪 most affectionate manner thanked him for 
his MTvioes, and assured him he would never foiget 
them ( wying, " Who knows, Kingsborough, Uut 
" you and I may drink a pot of porter together after 
" all this." Then they both wept, and a few drop* 
of blood fell from the prince's noee. Kingsborou^ 
NBt a guide with him to Portree, or Psrtree, that is 
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in Ene, Pdrtree, Kingsport, through all fiie bye- 
ways, while Miss Flora went on honeback l>y another 
load, thereby the better to gain intelligenoe, and to 
rent a discovery. Thi» place is seven long miles 
n Kingsborough's houae. The gown the prince 
on was a linen and cotton one, having a white 
L^and, with purple^loured flowers. 
fUtig^bofOugh had sent before, to procure a boat 
and every thing else neoeffiuy towards the priaoe^ 
escape. The prince being arrived safe here, r — 
met his female guide : this was the last time 
•aw each other. Miss Flora and he we*e both v< 
weti and staid no longer there than to dry tt 
eioOies, and to get what little jcefrcshment the pi 
afforded, which took up about two houitf time. 
Here the prince took leave of Miss Flora, returning 
her his sincere thanks for her kind assistaaoe, and 
neatly lamented, that he had not a M'Donald to go 
Sn to the end. saying, " Well, Mis* Flora, I hope 
" we yet shall be to n good coadi and ux before we 
" die, though we be now on foot* 

Accoi^ng to my plan hitherto, I shall give the 
remaining history of Kingsborou^ and Mifes Flora, 
before I go any further with the prince. 

About six or eight days after the prince left Sky, 
Captain Ferguson followed him hard foot From 
the boatmen, who were taken at their return to 
South Uial, he got an 6xact description of the gown 
and dress the prince had on, pursued him to Sir 
Alexander McDonald's house, and fhete searched 
rery strictly: hearing only of Miss Flora, he went 
to KingsboTougb, and examined him, and his wife, 
and daughter. 

The captain first found Kingsborough, and asked 
aereral questions, some of which he answered, and 
others he either would or could not, but told the 
captain he had better ask his wife, who could give 
proper answers. Kingsborough, calling her, said, 
'、' That Captain Ferguscm was come to ask some 
qwettioni about her late guests." *'If FeKguKm 
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" (says she) ig to be my judge, then God have mercy 
«r on my soul, Ferguson asked her, " Why she 
" said so ？" She replied, " Because the whole world 
" say you are a very cruel, hard-heaited man, and 
" indeed I don't like to go through such ha»W* 
Ferguson then asked Kingsborough, " Where Mias 
" Flora and the person in woman's clothe* who was 
" with her lay?" Kingsborough answered, " H« 
" knew where Miss Flpia lay ； but, as for servants. 
tM he never asked any questions about them." 

The captain then asked Mrs. M^Doiudd, " Wh*' 
" fher she laid the young Pretender and Miai Flora 
" in the same bed?" She amwered, " Sir* whom 
" you mean by the young Pretender I do not pre* 
" tend to guess; Imt lean asBureyou, it is not the 
" fashion in Sky to lay the mistxess and maid m 
*i the game bed together." The captain then de- 
sired to see the rooms where they lay } which being 
shown, he remarked, that the room wherein the sup- 
posed maid-seryant lay was better than that wherein 
the mistress lay. 

KingsboTOugh was taken prisoner, and carried to 
Fort-Augustus, where he wa» plundered of his 
dioebuckles, garters, watdi, and money; and, in a 
few hours after, thrown into a dungeon, and loaded 
with irons. While he was prisoner, one of the cap- 
tains of the English forces went to him, and asked, 
" If he would know the prince's head if be saw it?* 
Ringsboroughj trembling at the thought of his b©. 
ing muidered, said, " He could not engage for that, 
" unless it was joined to the body." 

Kingsborough was removed from thence to the 
Castle of Edinburgh, under 意 strong guard of King- 
ston'ft light-horse, who entered that city with trum- 
pets and kettle-drums, a thing not very common in 
such a case. He was at first put into the same room 
with Major M'Donald, Mr. Geoige Moer, lainl of 
Leckle, Mr. Thomas OgUvie, and others ； but was 
goon after removed into a room by himself, under a 
very dose oonfinemeat. None were perDoitted to 
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tee him, except the officer upon guard, the feijeant, 
and keeper, which last was appointed to attend him 
«s lervsnt. He was kept until the act of grace, and 
then was discharged on the 4 th of July 1747, having 
been oonflned a year far that one night's lodging. 

Kingsborough was once dischaiged whibt at Fort- 
Augustus, by mistaking him for another of the sanM 
name ； but Lord Albemarle, findii^ out the raistaker 
Mooa lent a party after him, who found him at Sir 
Alexander M*Donald's, Just going to bed. By thia 
mama he had an opportunity of hearing from Sir 
Al03UutdeT*a own mouth, what a rage a certain great 
officer was in when he found Kingsborough a prison- 
er St For^Augustus ； throwing out horrid and shodsr 
iqg oaths and imprecations for not securing the 
prinoe, and swore " he would have him hanged «t 
" any rate." 

Mits Flora, hsTing taken leave of the prince, left 
Portree immediately* and went to her mother at 
SMti oroue^ the country, and had a very fatigtung 
journey : but she neither told her mother nor any 
other person wlutt she had been about. 

One M*Leod of Talukar, an officer in one of the 
Independent companies, desired one of the M*Do> 
tuidm, who lived four miles from Slait, to send for 
MiM Flora, in order to examine her about what had 
battened. Accordinsly, about eight or nine days 
after ihe got home, a mewage came fnm this pe^- 
aoki, to go to his house as soon as she could. 

Mitt Flora, being not a little suspicious of the de- 
sign, thought proper to communicate to her friends 
-what she had done, and consult them as to what she 
■hould do ； upon which they advised her not to go, 
however, till next day ； which she did accordingly. 

Sh» had not gone far on the road, before she met 
her step-father returning home to whom she told 
every thing that had happened, from her leaving him 
in her way to Clanronald's house to that time ； what 
the was then about, and wbat she intended to say up- 
on axsmixuitioiL 
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She had not gone far, after parting from her stqv 
&ther, when she was taken prisoner by an officer and 
a party of soldiers, who were going to her mother*, 
in search of her. They carried her immediately on 
board a ship, without suffering her either to go far 
her clothes and linen, or take leave of her Mends* 

The vessel she was carried on board of was the 
Fumaoe, Captain Ferguson, which put her under 
terrible apprehensions, on aooount of that captain'^ 
great repute for inhumanity and cruelty, which waf 
spread throughout the whole country ； but, htekily 
for her. General Campbell was on board, who gave 
strict orders to treat her with the utmost civility and 
respect; that she should have a maid-«enrant, and 
one of the lieutenants' cabins to themselves, forbid- 
ding any person to go into it, without her leave or 
consent. This generosity I have heard Miu Flora 
often acknowledge. 

About three weeks after she was a prisoner, the 
ship being near her mother's. General Campbell per- 
mitted her to go on shore to take leave of her friends, 
but in custody of two officers and a party of soldien. 
However, she was not to speak any Ene, nor any 
thing except what the officers heard; so she! staid 
itbout two hours, and then returned again to the 
ship. 

When she was taken prisoner, she, upon her ex*> 
mination, told that she had seen a great lusty woman, 
who came to the water-side as she was going into the 
boat, who told her she was a soldier'a wife, and was 
left on the island without friends, meat, or money, 
and asked a place in the boat that she might get to 
the continent of Scotland, to her husband : that she 
granted the request ； and, when they landed in Sky, 
she went directly to Sir Alexander M«Donald% and 
the lusty woman went her own way, thanking her for 
the favour. This story Miss Flora told ； but when 
•he got to General Campbell she was more candid, 
and acknowledged the whole truth to him. 

Miis Flora was removed on boflrd Conunodore 
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ihip, where she was exceedingly well treated; 
for be was very polite to her ； for whidi, at his re? 
quest, while she was in London, she consented to at 
f or her pictufe、 The &hip was some time in Leith 
Roads, and she, after being conveyed from place to 
place, wa9 at last, on November 27th, 1746, put on 
boaid the Roysd Sovereign, lying at the Nore; 
whence, on the 6th of December following, she was 
removed to London, in custody of William Dick, a 
messenger, having been five months on sbip-boanL 
In this men^nger's custody, she remained until July 
1747, when she was discharged, and returned to 
Edinbui^h. 

This relation is taken from the remainder of 
O'Neil'sjouiTMl, and from the mouth of Kingsbo- 
fpugh, his lady, and- Miss Flonu 
. H»^ng qoiududed fixe history of Ki^igsbcaougfa 
and Miss M'Oonaid, I shall now return to the prince. 

KingsboroughJbaving seat to the laird of Raasa 
for his assistance. Captain Malcolm M'LeocU an offi,- 
oer under the prince at the battle of:Falkirk. and Cul- 
loden, and Murdoch M'Leod, third son of. Raaza, 
who was wounded in the shoulder at Culloden, by a 
musket<«hot, met the prince at Poitree, in fiie Isle of 
Sky, where Miss Flora left him. . 

They staid but a little time after their arrival, an4 
then they attended the pruioe to a small boat, where- 
in John M'Leod, the young laird of Raaza, waited 
very impatient to get a sight of the prince. They 
set out immediately, there being in the boat, th« 
prince. Captain Makiolm M'Leod, his guide; th« 
young laird of Raaza; hin brother, Muidoch ； and 
the two boatmen, vu. John M'Kenzie and Donald 
M'FSrier, who had both been out in the prince's ser- 
vice, the one a aeijeant, the oth^r a private man. 
Early in the morning, on July 1st, they arrived safe 
at GHain, in Raaza, being six miles.* They staid 
there two days and a half, in a mean low huL 
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Yomg Raaxa brought a Iamb and a liid in the comer 
of his plaid. They were obliged to lie (m the bare 



having only a little heath or ling for a pillow. 



A man caibe into this island to sell a roll of tobec- 
eo; hat, f^erhe had sold the tobacco, he continued 
strolling up and down the island, in an idle way, for 
twelve or fourteen Aiys, without having any appa* 
lent busineM, whidi nuwie the people of the uHtsad 
suspect he was a spy. 

Wben the prince and Malcolm ■were in the hut, the 
taptun saw this very man approadhhig towaxds 
them ； on whK^ •Malcolm determined to shoot him. 
" No, Malcolm, (said the prince, taking hold of 
" him) God forbid that any inbocent man ihOuld 
" fulSfer by us ; if we cannot keep ouraelvtes safe, let 
" UB not take that from any pefwMi wMdi we cannot 
" restore to hhh again ； let m not dread more tbati 
" we need; uid/pny, let not fear make us do mis- 
" chief:" and he would pot allow the captain to stii;. 
M 霾， ***^，m had flhe moft reaaon to suspect this man to 
be a spy, because this hut was not near any xoadi 
imt, however, luckily for the poor man, he passed 
by without offering once to look- into it, which if he 
lud attempted, Malcolm detennined to have shot 
him, for their own preservation. 

On July the 3d, the prince proposed going to 
Troternish in Sky, although it blew very hard, anA 
tumng only the small boat above mentioned. They 
accordingly set forward about seven o'clock in the 
evening, the same company attending him. 

They had not gone far before the wind blew 
harder, and the crew l)^ed to return; but the 
prince encouraged them saying, " Ccuarem vehis : 
" Providence, my boys ！ thkt carried me through so 
" many dangen, will no doubt preserve me for a 
" nobler end than this ；" and then sang than a mer- 
ry .Highland song. The waves washed very fre> 
quently into the boat, and Malcolm and the prince 
■^k their turns in laying the water out 
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place in the island of Sky, called Nicholson'' Great 
Rode, near Scorebreck in Trotemish, about tea. 
miles from Glam, in Raaza or Raarsa. Thou^ it 
was • bad landing, the prince was the third man who 
jumped into the water, and helped to haul the boat 
to dry land. 

The prince had on a riding -coat, which being wet 
Ibxough, and the rock they were going up haag very 
steep, Malcolm desired the prince to let him carry 
it; but he would by no means consent, saying, " I 
" am younger than you, captain." TheytravdUed on 
to a byre or cow-house, belonging to one NicholaoOa 
about two miles from Scorebreck. 

Here the prince and company took up their quar- 
ten { and Malcolm would have had the prince to put 
on a dry shirt, and take some sleep. He would not 
diangehis shirt, and sleep at last Beized him as he 
saL He often started in his sleep, and, sighing deep- 
ly. Mid, " Ah« poor people ！ poor people 严 

The prince after some little time awaked, and 
finding Malcolm upon the watch, earnestly desired 
him to take some rest, but at that time he would not. 
The prince renewing his intreaty again, the captain 
thought he wanted to say something to the rest of the 
company in private, and went out for a little time. 

The two brothers, young Raaza and Muidoch, and 
Qie boatmen. left the prince here, and returned; the 
• prince promising to meet the younger at Camiatinar 
冒 W， another plaoe in the same island. 

1>he prinoe and Malcolm staid here twenty hours, 
without any kind of refreshment, not even so mudi 
ag a fire to dry their clothes at. 

On the 4th, about seven o'clock in the evening; 
Hiey left the byre, the captain passing for the ma** 
ter, and the prince for the man, who always caxried 
the little baggage whenever they saw any person, or 
came near any village ； and then* whenever he spoke 
to the captain or the captain to him, he always puUr 
ed off his bonnet 

Tbtfjr nuttctied all night through tbe wont way* 
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in Europe, going over hilb, wild moon, and g^m$, 
without halting, till theyjorriTed at Ellagol, or ra- 
ther EllighiU, near to Kilmaree, or Kilvory, in 
Strath, and near to a place in some msps called 
Ord, in the laird of M'Kimien's country, not far 
tnm. where that laird lived, having walked twenty- 
four miles. 

During their journey, the brandy bottle was near 
out, having only one dram left, which the prince 
would fovoe Malcolm to drink, declaring, " he wan" 
" ed none himself." This Malcolm complied with, 
and afterwaids hid the bottle. 

On the road the prinoe said, ** Suppoae, Malcolm, 
" we two ihoukl meet anybody who would attempt 
" to kill or take tu， what shall we do V " That de> 
" pends upon their numbers," replied Maloolm; 
" if there be no more than four of them, I will en' 
" gBf^e to manage two." " Then let me go if I 
" do not numage the other two," returned be. Then 
olMerviiig to Maloolm, that his waisteoat was rather 
too good for a servant, being a scarlet tartan, with a 
gokUtwi&t button, proposed to change with him, 
which WM accordingly done. 

A« they were approaching near Strath, the cap- 
tain suggested to him' " that he was now coming 
*' to a country where he would be known, and 
" might be discovered in any comer of it, as M*Kin- 
" nen'g men had been out in his service, and there- 
" f<H« he must be more disguised ；" to do which As- 
oonius tied on a napkin under his IxMinet, putting his 
wig into his poeket ； " but nothing,** said Malcolm, 
" could ^i«gi«t«» his majestic mien and deportment." 

They no sooner arrived in Strath than they met 
two of M'Kinnen'8 men, who had been out in the 
expedition : they stared at the prince, soon knew him, 
and bunt into tears on seeing him in such distress. 
The captain hushed them, and bid them be compoa- 
ed, for otherwise they would discover all by their 
concern ； which they complied with as well as they 
could ； and then, Maloolm injoining them to s^ctecy, 
<l1iinit«ed them. They proved faithfiiL 
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Beinif come near the place resolved upon, 1fal> 
colm told Ascaniua that he had a sister married to 
one John M*Kinnen, a captain in his army ； and he 
Advised hira to sit down at a little distance £rom the 
house, while he went to learn if any of their enemiet 
were in that neighbourhood in quest of him, and 
likewise to kndw whether they could be safe tbeie 
with her : Ascanius was still to pan m his aervaat, 
Lewis Caw. 

Malcolm found his sister at home, bat not bar 
husband. After usual corapUments at meeting, ha 
told her, " That he was come to stay some little time 
•• there, provided there was no party of the military 
«* people about them, and that he could be safe :* 
she said he might Thrai he told her, " He had no 
" person along with him, except one Lewis Caw, a 
'« sen of Mr. Caw, surgeon in Crieff, who had been 
" out in the last afl&iT, consequently, in the aune 
" situation with himself ； and that he was to pass as 
" his servant." She very readily agreed to take 
him, and Lewis was (sdled into the house. 

When Lewis entered the house, with the baggage 
on his back, and the napkin on his head, he took oS 
his bonnet, made a low bow, and sat at a distance 
from his roaster ； but the captain's sister could not 
help looking at him, observiiig something very un- 
common about him. 

The captain desired his sister to give them some 
provisions, for he was almost famished with hunger. 
The meat was soon set down, and the captain called 
to poor sick Lewis to draw near and eat with him, as 
there was no company in the house. Lewis seemed 
very backward, alleging, " He knew better man- 
" ners ；" but his- roaster ordering him again, he 
obeyed, and drew nearer, but still kept off his bon- 
net. 

After getting some refreshment, the captain de- 
sired the maid-servant to wash his feet; which, being 
done, he desired her to wash his man's : but she re- 
plied, that " Though she had washed his, she wouU 
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" not wash that loon his servant's." But the captain 
told her " His servant was not well, and therefore he 
" would have her to do it." She then complied, 
but rubbed his feet so hard, that she hurt him very 
niueh; on which the prince spoke to the captain in 
English, bidding her not rub so hard, nor go so far 

up with her hand, he having only a philib^ on. 

After this refreshment they both went to sleep; 

during which time the captain's sister went to the 

top of a hill to keep watch, lest they should be sur* 

The prince did not sleep above two hours : the 
captun, being weary, slept much longer; but when 
he awaked he saw Ascanius dandling a child and 
simrhig to it, seeming as alert as if he had been in 
bed all night. " Who knows," said he, " but this 
«« boy may hereafter be a captain in my service ？' * 
" Or you, rather," said the maid, " an old serjeant 
" in his company.'* 

The captain being now awake, and hearing his 
brother-in-law wag coining, went out to meet him. 
After usual ceremonies, Malcolm asked him, " if 
" he saw those ships of war that were at a distance 
" hovering about the coast ？" " Yes," said M'Kin- 
nen. " What (said Malcolm) if the prince be on 
" boatd one of them ？" " God forbid!" replied 
M'Kinncn. " W hat (said Malcolm) if he was here ； 
" John, do you think he would be safe enough ？ * 
" I wish we had him here," replied he, " for' he 
" would be safe enough ； for nothing would hurt 
" him here." " Well, then," replied Malcolm, 
" he is now in your house ； but, when you go in, 
" you must not take any notice of him, lest the 
" servAiits or others observe you ； for he passes for 
" one Lewis Caw, my servant." John promised 
very fair, but no sooner saw the prince in that con- 
ation, than he burst into a flood of tears; vrhieh 
Malcolm observing, obliged John to retire imme* 
diately. 

When Ascanius and Malcolm were alone, the cap- 
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tain desired he would tell him the perils he had •!> 
ready escaped; whidi» when told, Malcolm seemed 
amaxed; and the prince said, " Captain, I cooU 
" give my own perscm for life more ease, by staf- 
" ing where I was ； but I could give otfaen more 
" ease by being a king. I pity a good king, far, if 
" he does his duty, he must be the greatest slave in 
" his dominions, as he can't say that an hour of his 
" time is Justly his own. This is nothing to whet I 
" am destined to undorgo; but Providenoe will 
" guard me through the whole, as it has bitherto 
" done. •What I have undergone is a lenon I wish 
" every prince underwent before he came to 
" vern ； for he would then know wlutt 
" distress were, which would give him i 
" of the situation of his subjects, and be a 
" make him anxious and fhigal, and not 
" to throw away their wealth, if he means to ； 
" them and himself happy." 

After mwh of this sort of convenatioD, 
gan to consult how he was to get to the oont 
Scotland, and both agreed not to let the 
M'Kinnen know of their being there, on 
his being so old. They then called in John M*Kln. 
nen, and desired him to go and hire a boat, as if for 
Malcolm only^ and made John promise not to oom- 
municate any thing of what he had heard or aeeo 
about them to the laizd, if he and John should 
chance to meet. 

John, after getting his instructions, set forward; 
but meeting with his old chieftain, he could not 
frain letting him into the secret. The good <M 
man, getting this intelligence, ordered John to give 
himself no trouble about the boat, for that he would 
provide a good one, and would soon be with the 
prince, 

John returned, and told the prince what had hap- 
pened, and that the laird would soon be with him. 
Malcolm said to the prince, " As the case now 
" stands, it wUl be best to leave all Uie manage* 
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" meM to the old gentleman, who will be flrm to 
his tnut." Ascanius, notwithstanding this, was 
at the tiiought of parting with his faithful 
iln. But Malcolm represented to him, that aa 
been lome time absent, the military people 
punue him upon suspidon, which might be 
eauae of Awanius being taken ； " But if I re* 
and should be taken prisoner, (said Mal- 
oolm,) whldx may be very likely the case, it will 
" enaUe me to preveht to quick a puniiit after 
" you; beesuae, u I am alone, I can tell my own 
" tale without being oonfrooted, and can send them 
" upon a wrong Kent. For myself (oontinued Mai- 
" ooim> I cue not, but far you I am mudi afnid ； 
" and aa I tan do you more service by quitting than 
" Maying with you, I desire you will follow the laird 
" of M*Kiiineifs direcdona." To this he at last 
eo M e nto d, and just then the old gentleman came to 
them* and told them he had got the boat ready ； up- 
on which they let out for it directly, accompanied 
by John M'Kinnen, wfio even went with his laird to 
the oontineBt of Scotland, and saw the prince safely 
landed there. 

Am they were on their way towards the boat, they 
Mj^ed two ships of war coming towards them, in taU 
sail before the wind : thereupon they intreated the 
pciooe not to attempt to go on board At that time, but 
to wait till the veasek had steered another course; 
" for Just now, 胃 nid Malcolm, " (he wind is fair for 
" Uitmand against you." " Never fear, replied 
the prince, " I have not had so few escapes, to be 
" sillily catched here. I'll go on board, and the 
" wind will dumge, and those very sbip* shall steer 
" another ooune. Providence show* me that I am 
" in his cm, and it therefore cannot be in the power 
" of my enemies to oome near me at this Juncture.** 
By this time, it being about dgbt oTdoek at night, 
>t to the warside, and Ascariiut, about to step 
boat, turned suddenly to Malcolm, saying, 
tt you lemember I promued to meet Murdoch 
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" Maeleod at such a place ？" naming it, " No au^ 
" ter," said the captun, " I'il make an apolqgy ; for 
" as necessity driven you another road, he'll csoiM 
" you." " Thai's not enough between gentlemen,. 
Implied Ascanius : " have you pen, ink, and paper 
" about you, Malcolm ？ I'll write him a line or two; 
" I am obliged in good manners to do this.** Aioemi^ 
iagly he wrote the following words ••— 

Sir — I thank God I am in good health, and haw 
got off as designed. Remember me to all ftieade, 
and thank them for the trouble they have been at* I 
am. Sir, your humble Servant, 

JAMES THOMSON. 

The prince then gave the letter to the captain, and 
desired him to deliver it, though open, for he bad 
neither wax nor wafer. The prince then 
" Maloolm* let us smoke one pipe together befon 
" we part" Accordingly the captain fired a pieoe «f 
tow with his gun for this purpose. 

At parting, Ascanius presented Malcolm with a lit 
▼er stock-buckle, embraced and saluted him twiee^ 
thanking him for what he had done, and put ten 
guineas into his hand, which the captain leAiaing, tb* 
prince forced thein upon him. Here AacBiiiui haT- 
tng got a better pipe, had no farther occasion for tte 
short one (called a cutty,) which was Uadi with ute: 
this Malcolm took, and some time after aent it to 辠 
fidend in England. 

Makolm having departed, Ascaniiu* the fild laud 
of M'Kixmen, John M'Kinnen, Maleolm** l»ot}ier-ui< 
law, and the boatmen, all weut on board in the even' 
ing of the 5Ui of July. 

What the prince had said to Malcolm about the 
wind soon changing fair, and being spoken with mnA 
copfidenoe, made ao great an impression ttpon Md- 
oolm, that he was detmnined to sit down upon a hfll 
and see the event He waited, and declared " That 
" they had not rowed half a mile, and that towudi 
" the ships of war tod, when the wind diopped aboul^ 
" imd not only Uew £ur for Aanoiiu, btttUavio 
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" brUk a gale, that it soon drove the vetsels out of 
" sight." The truth of this, both Captain Maloolm 
and those in the boat attested upon oath. 

As the captain had seen Ascanius both in procperi- 
ty md in the greatest adversity, a certain worthy der- 
gyntan asking him his opinion of that young gentle 
mao, his answer was» " That the prince was the most 
" cautious man in the world, not to be a oowtrd ； 
" mnd the bravest, not to be rash." 
• I must observe here, that it is no difficult matter, 
fai many oases, to foretel aipeedy change Qf the wind, 
for Almost any sailor can do that; but what was 
most providential for him was, that it should be 
about to diange ftt the very identical time he was 
<ri)liged to goon board, and when he required such a 
change. 

Captain Malcolm returned hcMne i^in, but wis 
not many days there before he was taken prisoner* 
nd after being detained on board a ship, was con- 
veyed to the Thames, and, on the 1st of Novem- 
ber 1746, was removed to Lcmdon, and there kept in 
• the hands of Mr. William Dick, a messenger, till July 
: 1747, and then discharged. He had cleared himself 
of taking up arms in behalf of Ascanius, by surren- 
dering wiifa his men, according to the Duke of Cum- 
berland's {Hoclamation. He and Miss M'Donald r»> 
turned to Scotland together. All this account was 
litenlly taken from Captain Malcolm M*Leod him- 

The prince left the island, for the continent of 
Scotland, the 5th of July, under the care of the old 
laird of M'Kinnen* The night proved tempestuoiu, 
and the coast was very dangerotu. They met a boat, 
in which were some armed militia, with whom they 
■poke, and as the militia did not exceed th«ir own 
number, the prince and crew resolved to make all 
the head they oould, and prepared ta fight, in case 
they had been attacked. But in spite of all these 
dangers, they landed safe at Moidart, about thirty 
mikt fzom tiie plaoe tiiey wt out ficom; and went 
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again to Angus M'Dcmald'R home, at Bondale, vlM 
he dialled hii drew, and tent for M'Donald ol &t 
aladale, of Clanronald's family. 

Many of those who read this account will ― 
think it possible Uut the prince could have eaod 
being drowned in so many stonns, when in the af^ 
less an sudi small vesads, some of which teudl 
holding six people. 

After having landed the prince, the laird ofM'Kii 
nen took his leave, and let fcnrward in the same bom 
cm his return home. He was taken prisoner in lb 
tar, in his passage back, and was conveyed to th 
Thames by sea, and there, partly on board and prt 
ly at Tilbury fort, he was kept a dose prisoner, inrf 
lie was removed to the new jail in Southwark, whtf 
he wag put into irons, and in 17i7 was xemoved ink 
tile hands of the messenger. 



Glenaladale, as I observed before, being sent fif 
came and infonned the prince about Lochiel, Kqi 
poch, and others; and that the Ion at CuUoden, am 
after the tettte, was not near so grtet m Sullivan aa 
O'Neil had reported. 

The prince then proposed to go to Loehaber, when 
he thought his beloved Lochiel was; but as all thi 
passes were closely guarded, it was deemed at thii 
time impracticable; for one line was fonned froo 
Inverness to Fort-Augustiu, and from thence to Fort 
WiUiam, to prevent either the prince or any other d 
his party ftom escaping ； and another line was form 
ed from the head of Loduurkug, to prevent any fran 
passing in or out of Lochaber. 

The prinee continued some days in that country, 
about ten miles from Moidart, and staid until tM 
heard of the arrival of General Campbell, with 401 
men, on the one side of him, and Captain CaroiiM 
Scott, with 500 more, cm the other: they, having re- 
ceived intelligenoe where Ascaniiu was, were forming 
a circle round, and were not two miles distant tnm 
him. 

The prince receiving an account of this* was ad* 
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rifled to AO to the Braes of Glenroorrifton, and to eon- 
and in Loid Lovatfs country, until the 
Mild be opened. In this situation, he teat 
hr Mr. Donald Cameron of Glenpaae, to 
Stem to the Braes of Loduurkaig : he ohm' 
iie Bif^teondMCted tiie prince Terynft^ tfaioi) 
loarcte who woe in the pan, and went le' 
iwir tents m to hen them ipeftk, bdnf ob\i{ 
creep upon their haads and knees. At the 
Ihne, there went witii tbe prince, Glenaladide, his 
Imlter, and two ycwng boys, Kms of Angus M*D(>> 
naki ctf Boradale. 

After tfab, the joAnee oontiniied his joonwy for 
BlenmonriBton's country; and, as he was travelling 
«De day, haviag only Glenaladale with hira, the lat- 
ter kMt his pane, with forty goineas in it. He la- 
mented this mufortune the more because it was all 
ttie money they had, the prince having Bone left. 
He iMPopoaed to go badi and aedc for it, " saying, ht

The penon sent by AramiuB to LoehM met Dr. 
Gmooii within a few miles of the plaee where 
liodiiri was, and w«s oWged to i«tum to Loditd 
Willi two French 'offioen， whom he had met witii, 
and who were hi quest of the prince alsow 

These Frendi officexs came tnm DudcMt in 崖 
tmall vemA, witti sixty other genttemep, who had 
formed tSiciiMelves into a oompany of vohmteeii, 
under the command of the said twy offieen. They 
got to Polliver, in SeftforUi'a country, nrhere four of 
them landed to deliver their dispatches; two of

' When Culcairn was plundering in this island, he

thoreupon sent an express to the Duke of Cumber*

Rather 
than have no plunder, they took the abirt, and left 
the corps lying on the ground.

The prince proposed going immediately to Loch-

therefore resolved to stay some days longer where he 
vna.

REMARKS^ 

From the foregoing account, we find, ttat th» 
jj^rince waa twice in danger of being shot; five tiinea 
in danger of being drowned* having beea " 
storms in little boats; nine times pursued, 
sigbt of ships of war and other armed v« 
times in danger of bemg ta1s£B, often seeing his 
suets, and sometimes being within hearing oC 
sis times miraculousLy escaped being taken 
often almost fkmished Cor want of meat jmA 
and mu^ inevitably have starved* were 
some fkirourable aets of Providence, that 
human aid or hope. 

He was mostly obliged to lie in mueiable huti» 
having BO other bed than the bare ground or heath t 
often lying on wild mountains, without any other 
covering than the canopy of heaven, exposed to heav)f 
cfews and rains. Add to all these, that lie liad fira- 
quent returns of die bloody flux* 

Thus, you have a faithful account oC the .whole 
escape, taken from the authorities alrndy mentiop- 
etL The account, since the prince^ return to the 
continent of Scotland, is chiefly taken from thejour- 
sal of the Rev* Mr. John Cameron, presbyterian mi*- 
nbter, and chaplain to Fort- William, who has been 
much with the prinoek 1 shaU, therefore give you* 
bSk own words.

John Gflmeron, went ftom thence to Glenlyon, 
contiiniad there twelve or fourteen days. From „^ 
plaee they went to Glenochia, where Secretary Mui- 
lay was taken very ill, and desired they should ro. 
turn ； 80 Sir David Murray went south, and Captain 
M*Nab went with him to the Braes of Balquhiddar, 
«Dd iMOTided him a hone and clothes, and the rest 
returned again to 'LodiieL 

Sir David went as £ur as VHiitby la Yorkshixe^ 
whare he was taken priaoner, in trying to get off, and 
was sent to York; there he was tried and condemn- 
.«d, but wag aftervraxds repriered, and diBcharged on 
•the 7th of Ai^n^ 1748, upon ocmdition that he 
ihould quit the kingdom for life. 

After staying a little time with X/Nshiel,

The rest of the history of Loehiel, Dr. Cameron* 
and his brother the minister, I have given in the 
esoapeti The other gentlemen all got safe 
Loohiel got lafe to France, and was there 
！ a colonel of 1000 men, whidi he ei^oyed to his 
in September 1748, when it was given to Sir 
M'Lean, who, as afore-mentioned, was 80 
ifined in Newgate. Dr. Cimenm was wound- 
ed at Culloden by a musquet-lmllet, whidi entered 
near the elbow, (having his arm up), and went along 
the ann, and then out at the opposite shoulder. 

We shall ooodude these remarks with an eztnet
